During the four-and-a-half day 
rush from the Union Ballroom to 
Tuliy Gym, almost 14,000 FSU stu- 
dents were registered for the fall 
trimester, announced WLliarn 
Wharton, FSU registrar. 

This number can be compared to 
13,200 who registered last year.

Wharton said he felt the students 
did an "exceptionally good job of 
going through registration. We tried 
to give them a good system to fol- 
low," he continued. 

He illustrated the good system by 
pointing out that students were not 
permitted in Tully Gym before their 
appointment times. Much of the hold- 
up in the Ballroom was caused by 
new students who reported for ID 
cards sooner than they had been ex- 
pected, Wharton explained. 

i\ew students were supposed to 
meet with their faculty advisors for 
approval of classes before beginning 
registration. As was the case Tues- 
day and Wednesday, when the foul-up 
was most evident, students had seen 
their advisors before the scheduled 
time and gone to have ID pictures 
taken early, Wharton continued. 

Only 200 ID's can be processed 
per hour, therefore the excess of 
unexpected students caused a signi- 
ficant delay, he said. 

In order to avoid the mess In the 
future, Wharton suggested that reg- 
istration appointment slips be issued 
to new students as weL as returning 
students.

A long hot summer in the 1966 
Legislative Council was kept burning 
with controversial campus issues of 
judicial revision, race relations and 
off -campus housing. 

By resolution 36, introduced by Sen. 
Hlnes Boyd, the Council will rec- 
ommend a revamping of the student 
judicial system to this year's Student 
Senate. In addition to the conven- 
tional Honor Court and house 
councils, an undergraduate and a 
graduate court and an interdormitory 
council will be proposed. Under the 
resolution, all cases would originate 
in the office of the solicitor general. 
Upon investigation and sufficiency of 
evidence they would be sent to the 
proper court. Cases in house coun- 
cils or Interdormitory councils may 
originate with the presiding >fflcer 
of the respective court. 
The undergraduate court would be 
composed of two male and two female 
students from each undergraduate 
class and a presiding judge of senior 
standing with at least two quarters' 
experience on the bench. 
The graduate court would consist of 
at least six associate judges of grad- 
ate standing and a presiding judge 
who previously served at least tw 
quarters in court. 

A section stating the rights of the 
defendant would be added to guard 
those rights of cross-examination, 
viewing of statements of accusers 
and witnesses before the trial, al- 
lowance for sufficient time to pre- 
pare the defense and the assumption 
that a defendant is innocent until 
proven guilty. 

In addition, he could I be required 
to answer twice for the same viola- 
tion in any two courts. 1 he defendant 
would also have the right to appeal 
his case to a higher court. 

Another resolution seeks an 
investigation of a complaint of sev- 
eral undergraduates that i rtaln 
apartment houses, by request of the 
University, rent only to grad- 
uate students and faculty members. 
The Council resolution undertakes 
to determine the validity of the com- 
plaint voiced against named apart- 
ment houses such as Jeffwood and 
Penwood Apartments. 
The Council also "endorses and 
concurs" with the Union Board res- 
olution disagreeing with administra- 
tive decisions affecting the Union 
during Trimester II of this year. 
The Union resolution protests 
"disapproval and removal from the 
current Union operating budget of the 
$20,00 Food Services rental for 
1904-65 by the State Budget Dlrec- • 
tor" on the grounds that the action 
is a breach of an agreement made 
before construction of the Union that 
all rental monies would be paid to 
the non-tax drawing Union. 

It also protests the placing of the 
Union budget under the auxiliary 
budget of the University, the use of 
Moore Auditorium for academic 
classes and the construction of a 
building to be used primarily by the 
bookstore. 

The resolution further expresses 
that the administrative action is not 
in keeping with the philosophy of 
the Union complex. 

The council sent a letter of no- 
tification to Tallahassee Mayor 
Cates of FSU's disapproval of the 
city's closing public pools following 
a "wade-in" by Negroes in 1964. 

The resolution expressed further 
disapproval of the city commission's 
refusal to hold public hearings on 
the issue. The commission main- 
tains that it would be too expensive 
to reopen the pools. 

Another summer resolution asks 
that the off-campus housing office 
"refrain from accepting anyfurther 
rental listings from any owner or 
manager who refuses to rent to any 
FSU student regardless of his race." 

It also asks that all rental listers 
sign an agreement to comply with the 
policy. 

One further resolution by Sen. Mel 
Smith stated the need for an effec- 
tive Student Bill of Rights

A grant of $57,674 has been award- 
ed to the Dept. of Statistics at FSU 
by the National Institute of Gener- 
al Medical Sciences for the fifth 
year of a biometry training program. 

The purpose of the program is to 
provide support for graduate train- 
ing in aspects of statistics of par- 
ticular importance in health-related 
sciences. Eleven graduate students 
will be supported under this grant 
during the fiscal year which began 
on July 1. 
Approval has also been granted for 
support of this program for an ad- 
ditional five-year period commenc- 
ing July 1, 1967. The budget for the 
five-year period totals $451,466 in 
direct costs. An additional amount 
of approximately eight per cent of 
the total cost has been allocated to 
the University for indirect costs. 
The enrollment of graduate stu- 



dents supported by the grant during 
the five-year period will increase 
to 19. 

The director of the biometry train- 
ing program is Dr. Richard G.Cor- 
nell and he is assisted by Dr.Myles 
Hollander.

Swimming Rule 

A new identification policy is now 
in effect for sw< nmlng at either 
the Union Pot ir Reservation, 
Archie Kramer, .St. Director of 
the Union, announced today. Stu- 
dents, faculty, staff and current 
members of the Alumni Assoc. must 
now present ID cards to identify 
themselves. 

Family members or house guests 
of students, faculty, staff or alumni 
may be admitted to these areas on 
verbal identification by their hosts. 

A house guest of faculty, staff or 
alumni qualifies as a guest staying 
overnight with his hosts. House 
guests of a student are those persons 
visiting with the student from out 
of town. 

Should these guests desire to swim 
at the pool or reservation when not 
accompanied by student, faculty, 
staff, or alumni, they must have a 
guest recreation ID card. 

Guest ID cards may be obtained by 
students at the main desk of the 
Union, by faculty and staff at the 
Personnel Office at Psychology 
Bldg., by alumni members at the 
Alumni Office, and by guests of the 
university at the University Rela- 
tions Office. 

Unaccompanied guests to the Union 
Pool under the age of 14 must pass 
a swimming test and have a signed 
statement from the parents 
indicating the assurance of the par- 
ents that the child will follow the 
policies and rules of the Union pool.

Gate charge for students, their 
guests, wives or children is $.25.

New Health Center Opens For Students 




Designed especially for the unique 
problems connected with student 
health, FSU's new $1.1 million 
Health Center opened for the first 
time this trimester. 

The recently completed four-story 
brick and concrete structure has the 
latest in medical equipment and will 



be staffed with nine full time phy- 
sicians, said Dr. C. R.Gentry, chief 
physician and center director. 

Located in the center of the FSU 
campus facing the Union, the Health 
Center is expected to handle 55,000 
out patient visits and 3,500 hospital 
patients during this academic year.

The air-conditioned facility has 
room for 72 bed patients. 
Dr. Gentry pointed out that the mo- 
ern university health center Is based 
on a different concept than the usual 
general hospital. "Most of our pa- 
tient load is of the out-patient type 
and bed patients stay only an average 
of z.5 days as compared to a hos- 
pital where the average stay is 6 
days," Dr. Gentry said. The true 
university health center is a hybrid 
between the hospital and the clinic, 
he noted. 

The physician said the healthcenter 
In a university setting also stressed 
preventative medicine. "We usually 
get a heavy load of respiratory dis- 
eases, gastric disturbances and 
virus ailments due to the university 
environment where thousands of 
young adults come in contact with 
each other daily," he said. 
Other areas stressed are health 
education and mental health. The 
staff lectures regularly before stu- 
dent groups on the importance of ob- 
serving rules of good health. The 
Health Center also will have a men- 
tal health section with a planned 
staff of two psychiatrists and a clin- 
ical psychologist. 
Assisting the staff of physicians are 
18 registered nurses. In addition, 
there are 32 other employees con- 
nected with supporting services. 
I Financed under a loan from the 
housing and Home Finance Agency, 
state funds and accumulated student 
fees, construction got underway in 
early 1965. 

The operating cost of the Health 
Center will be paid through student 
fees. All services to students at the 
center, with the exception of a $3- 
a-day hospital bed fee, are covered 
in the student fee.

The basement area in the center 
contains the food service area, x-ray 
room, service and maintenance fa- 
cilities. The lobby and reception 
area, pharmacy and emergency 
rooms are located on the first floor. 
On the second floor are the health 
center offices, clinical laboratories, 
and out patient facilities

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Papers Donated 
To FSU Library 

Papers of the late Fred G. Elliot, 
dealing mainly with the history of 
the drainage of the Everglades, have 
been given to FSU's Strozier Li- 
brary. 

Now housed in the special collec- 
tions section of the library, the col- 
lection includes 1,548 items, 
business records, correspondence, 
photographs and books covering a 
period of Florida history from 1835- 
1962. 

Elliot was engineer and secretary 
to the trustees of Florida's Internal 
Improvement Fund for 46 years. 
Drainage of the Everglades, a pro- 
ject dear to Elliot's heart from the 
time the native Tallahassean began 
his public service career in 1908, 
provides the subject of 45 hand- 
written letters in the collection 
(1911-12), 32 typed letters and sev- 
eral hundred photographs. 

It also contains his "Engineers 
Field Book No. 404F." with pencil 
notes pertaining to surveys and 
drainage projects. 
Elliot made a special drainage in- 
vestigation for the Everglades dis- 
trict in 1911. He surveyed the Ever- 
glades and also designed the first 
swamp buggy to help the work. Later, 
as chief drainage engineer for the 
district, he had a leading role in 
draining much of the South Florida 
area, making it one of the nation's 
richest winter vegetable producing 
areas. 

One of the items in the collection 
is a copybook which contains popula- 
tion census of various Florida coun- 
ties in 1895 along with a nine-page 
proposal entitled "Capitol Remov- 
al." It is followed by 54 pages of 
signatures forming what was appar- 
ently a petition against removal of 
the capital from Tallahassee. 

After the Florida land boom col- 
lapsed in the 1920's he administered 
the Murphy Act and other measures 
designed to alleviate the situation. 
Born in I ailahassee in 1878, Elliot 
was a 1 901 graduate of Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute where he ranked 12th 
in his class, one place above Gen. 
George C. Marshall. He retired from 
public service Nov. 3, 1957. In 1962, 
the Cabinet named the new Internal 
Improvement Fund Trustees Build- 
ing in the Capitol Center in his 
honor. He died in 1963.

The range of predictions among a 
dozen scribes spread from 3-7 to 
8-2 for the 1966 Seminole football 
fortunes. 

FSU opponents, In the order of their 
appearance, Include Houston Uni- 
versity of Miami, University of 
Florida, Texas Tech, Mississippi 
State, Virginia Tech, South Carolina, 
Syracuse, Wake Forest and Mary- 
land. 

The Semlnoles defeated Virginia 
Tech and Wake Forest last season, 
while tying Houston and losing to 
Florida. All other cpposlng teams 
are new to the Tribe schedule. 

Both Florida and Miami were se- 
lected for winning seasons by the 
state sportswriters. Both schools 
were tabbedfor 6-3-1 records, while 
the University of Tampa was picked 
for a 4-4-1 slate. 

FSU and the University of Florida 
staged a stirring battle In 1965, 
when the Gators roared from behind 
to win in the closing minutes 30-17. 
The Seminoles handled 17-16, only 
to find their margin eclipsed by 
Steve Spurrier's radar passes and 
Charlie Casey's timely snares. 

Miami scored an upset over the 
Sugar Bowl-bound Gators late in the 
season, and lowered the UF record 
to 7-3.

The rather greenish quality of Coach Peterson's 
defense for 1966, and the uncertainty of who will be his 
quarterbackin' man, might encourage fond memories 
of 1964 and repress the current team's chances. 

However, I would caution the naysayers not to admin- 
ister the Tribe a ten-count yet. Recall that Bill Peterson 
has a blue-ribbon background in defensive football. 
Peterson's FSU teams have excelled in squashing the 
offensive threats posed by other squads. Seven Magni- 
ficents did not appear from nowhere; they were nurtured 
and molded in Peterson's gridiron kiln.

FSL's quarterback situation, 
shrouded in mystery during early 
fall practice, has apparently evolved 
to a struggle between Kim Hammond 
and Gary Pajclc. It Is worth noting 
that Coach Peterson considers the 
two signalcallers as "my 1966 quar- 
terbacks" rather than trying to 
eliminate one of the two before 
meeting Houston. Trial by fire Is the 
only real criterion; both Hammond 
and Pajclc should be given their 
opportunities to produce. 

A corps of several experienced 
pass-catchers may enhance the per- 
formance of Seminole quarterbacks 
Jerry Jones clutch TD reception 
against Florida and Lane Fenner's 
pass-snaring versus Georgia stand 
BILL PETERSON out among 1965 highlights. 

Other memorable moments of the '65 squad included 
Bill Moreman' s twisting, driving touchdown run that 
helped to deflate nationally-ranked Georgia, and T.K. 
Wetherell's 100-yard kickoff return versus Kentucky. 
Both Moreman and Wetherell return to a '66 team 
that promises many electrifying offensive plays. 

Of course, the losses of six Magnificents and many 
offensive linemen cannot be ignored. The burden falls to 
newcomers, and their performances cannot be predicted. 
Furthermore, FSU's 1966 schedule is replete with tough 
opponents. We promise no Gator Bowl this season, but 
we do guarantee many tight contests and the usual 
rip-snortin' quality of a Seminole team.

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most the sole authority in planning academic life) 
as the only reasonable arrangement, it is in reality 
no less, and no more ridiculous than would be a case 
where the same function were filled only by students. 

We quoted former Dean of Students Harry Day's 
suggestion that with the impending major changes, such 
as the transition to the quarter system, we have an 
excellent opportunity to begin integrating students into 
policy-making organizations and to solicit the opinions 
of the general student body. 

We pointed out that since the faculty has rebuffed 
every student attempt to resolve these problems, 
it seems safe to conclude that any successful bid for 
a solution will have to be made by the professors: that 
the responsibility for taking the initiative now lies with 
them. 

We suggested that they use the summer to plan for 
the fall. 

Then we waited. 

We are still waiting. If the faculty has made any 
progress in this area, it certainly has not let us know 
about it. 

Now the professors appear to be missing the boat. 
In a speech delivered to them, our new Dean of Stu- 
dents, John Carey, has said the things we should 
have heard from the faculty long ago: that one of his 
major concerns is minimizing the gap between student 
affairs and academic affairs, that he is impressed 
(and not alarmed as the faculty seem to be) by student 
interest in academic affairs. Finally, he recognized 
the fact that the students are just as concerned as 
the faculty about building a distinguished university. 

We applaud and support these statements, and will 
likewise support the dean's efforts to translate words 
into deeds. 

As for the professors— we have not completely given 
up on them. We can only hope that they will make up 
for the past by giving better cooperation to the dean 
than they have given us up to now.

Male Nurses Needed At Florida State 



Nursing has the "man wanted" sign 
out at FSU. 

This is the word from Mrs. Jamie 
Watnee, ass't. professor of nursing 
at FSU, who said there is a shortage 
of males in the profession. This 
shortage was recently pointed out 
when the ArmedForces began draft- 
ing male nurses into the service. 

In fact, men in the profession are 
an absolute necessity if nursing Is to 
move forward and be truly a pro- 
fessional group, Mrs. Watnee said. 
Nationally only two per cent of all 
registered nurses are men, 
according to Mrs. Watnee. 

FSU's School of Nursing graduated 
only eight men between 1953 and 1965. 
However, four men are now enrolled 
in the program. All are juniors with 
1967 as a prospective graduation 
year. 

One of them, John Jones, who 
already is a registered nurse, is 
back for a bachelor's degree in 
nursing with a leadership position 
in mind. Richard Harbin became 
interested after coming to FSU as a 



result of a summer job as a sur- 
gical technician. 
John Raffield came Into the 
program as a junior college 
transfer. Arthur Jones is a former 
medical technician in the Air Force. 

Harbin and Jones are participating 
in the Army-Navy student nurse pro- 
gram which provides tuition and ail 
other educational costs including 
living expenses for the last two years 
of their schooling. They will enter 
the service of their choice as com- 
missioned officers. 
There are many reasons why the 
nursing profession needs men, Mrs. 
Watnee said. They are in demand in 
hospitals, public health agencies, 
research organizations and in psy- 
chiatry, Industry, the ArmedForces 
and the mission field. Hopefully men 
can bring to nursing some of the 
benefits they brought to teaching — 
greater job stability, higher wages 
and stronger leadership. 

"When you have men in a profession 
and they have families to support, 
then salaries have to be raised ac- 
cordingly," Mrs. Watnee said. "Men

AEC Grants $'s 
To 1MB Program 

The Atomic Energy Commission, 
which has provided $3,353,406 in 
support of Institute of Molecular 
Biophysics during the past six years, 
has extended the contract for another 
year with an additional grant of 
$670,565. 

This was announced today by 
Michael Kasha, the pro ject director, 
who said the new contract period be- 
gan on Sept. 1. The extension Is 
for the seventh full year of the pro- 
gram ending Aug. 31, 1967. 

"Work under this contract has had 
a widespread effect In this area in 
that it involves cooperative study by 
staff members in biology, chemis- 
try, physics and other departments 
with the main emphasis being in the 
molecular biological and radiation 
biological fields," said Dr. Kasha.

But how do you get men into a 
profession with a traditional Image 
of "the lady with the lamp?" Change 
the image into "a member of the 
health manpower force," has been 
the suggestion made by professional 
groups, Mrs. Watnee said. 

One suggestion Is a recruitment 
film showing the man In nursing 
and the kinds of work and educational 
experiences open to him. The short- 
age Is a general problem in the pro- 
fession and the National League for 
Nursing is planning to make just such 
a film. 

One benefit from more men in 
nursing will be better care formale 
patients. "In many Instances 
females get the benefit of profes- 
sional nursing care while men are 
delegated to positions as lesser 
trained attendants," Mrs. Watnee 
said. 

For example she pointed out there 
are psychiatric hospitals in the 
state In which there are "no nurses 
dealing directly with the male 
patients." 
Statistics show that 25 per cent of 
the men who go into nursing end up 
doing some form of psychiatric or 
mental health nursing. With the In- 
creasing emphasis on mental health 
in all states, Including Florida, re- 
cruiting might lead to the solution 
of some of the staffing problems 
In this area, according to 
Mrs. Watnee. 

The advent of the computer Into 
the hospital has opened up another 
door for men in the field. There is 

a current private project in the 

Michigan-Illinois area to dem- 
onstrate that a general hospital can 
function without nursing attendants, 
she said. 

In the project, new techniques and 
the computer are being combined 



with the University of Chicago where

ondary school experience or mea- 
sured attitudes among the boys. 

In the field of educational plans and 
vocational aspirations, however, 
there were significant differences 
among the fraternity aspirants and 
non-aspirants. 

The students who hoped to pledge 
a fraternity tended to aspire more to 
graduate school and to select areas 
of business and engineering for 
future careers. The men not hoping 
to join a fraternity tended to select 
areas of education or the performing 
arts to a greater extent. 

Similarly, men hoping to pledge a 

fraternity tended to report that fi- 
nancial concerns were the' most im- 
portant characteristics of any future 
jobs while students not hoping to 
pledge tended to place more Impor- 
tance on "working with people or 
being useful to society." 

Widmar received his bachelor's 
degree at Illinois State University 
and his master's degree at the 
University of Ullnos.

FSU Scholar Unearths Ruins Of 
Ancient British Trading Center 



An FSU graduate student has 
located the site of an 18th Century 
British trading post along the 
marshy banks of the Wakulla River 
and was busy this summer un- 
earthing the ruins of the structure. 

Pheriba Stacy learned of the ap- 
proximate location of the Panton, 
Leslie & Co. post through her 
classes at FSU and decided it would 
be a good subject for her master's 
thesis In archaeology and anthro- 
pology. 

Amid slaps at occasional mos- 
qultos, Miss Stacy and undergradu- 
ate student Marion Marable of Sara- 
sota have uncovered a portion of 
the post and excavated a large 
quantity of artifacts. 

Since the post is located on the 
river, the Big Bend Diving Council, 
a group of weekend skin diving buffs 
from Tallahassee, volunteered to 
search the docking area for objects. 

Miss Stacy said the post was es- 
tablished In 1783 by Charles Mc- 
Latchey for the Panton, Leslie & 
Co. This organization of Scots 
traders was first established in 
Savannah, Ga., and Charleston, S.C., 
and traded with Indians over a wide 
area in the Southeast. 

During the Revolutionary War, the 
group, having pro-British sym- 
pathies, moved to Florida which then 
was under British control. After 
Florida was returned to Spain in 
1783, the company secured a mono- 
poly on the Indian trade in Florida 
and established a commercial em- 
pire centered in St. Augustine and 
Pensacola. 

The post on the Wakulla River, 
just three miles from St. Marks, 
was a backwoods supermarket for 
Indian tribes In Florida, Georgia 
and Alabama. The Creeks and other 
Indians came to the post and traded 
their furs and deer hides for guns, 
rum and other trade goods. 

In 1792 the post was seized 
by William Augustus Bowles who 
represented a rival British company 
attempting to break the monopoly. 
Bowles organized a grandiose "State 
of Muskogee" and ships of his self- 
styled Creek-Cherokee nation were 
recognized for a time on the high 
seas by the British Empire. 

Bowles held the Wakulla post for 
only a short time. A few years 
later the post was abandoned and the 
operation was moved under the pro- 
tective walls of Fort San Marcos 
de Apalachee down the river. 

Activities of British traders con- 
tinued in Florida until the area was 
absorbed Into the United States in 
1821. 



Miss Stacy said during the 1783 
to 1792 period the site was in full 
operation and the post apparently 
was a scene of much activity with 
company ships unloading trade 
tools , Indians bringing In furs and 
deer hides from the north and the 
traders passing out rum and guns 
to their customers.

Seminole football warriors of 1965 scaled the heights 
and plumbed the depths in compiling a year's record 
of four wins, five losses and one tie.

To FSU athletic teams, the 1965-66 
season proved that grass was not 
greener on the opposition's side of 
the fence. 

From the first game of the 1965 
gridiron season - a 7-3 loss toTCU'

Seminole gridders wound up the 
season with a 4-5-1 ledger, all five 
of their trimmings coming in foreign 
territory. 

At home, in familiar surroundings, 
FSU chalked up wins <>ver Baylor, 
Georgia, VPI and Wake Forest. The 
one deadlock with Houston was also 
played before the home fans.

By the time the cage season rolled 
around, theTribe still had not shaken 
their "travelitis," as theSeminoles 
were halted 10 of 12 times on 
opposing courts. FSU fared better at 
home, spilling all its competition 
except the U of F at Tully Gym, and 
ending with a 15-11 mark. 

The Seminole swimming team re- 
ceived national recognition by qual- 
ifying a team for the 880-yard relays 
in the national AAU championships. 
However, the tankers' 1966 record 
was marred by a loss to powerful 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

Other than the setback by the Tar- 
heels, Coach 31m Stults' swimmers 
escaped the visitors 1 jinx and sub- 
merged five road opponents en route 
to a 9-1 season record. The mark 
also Included two victories over the 
U of F. 

Moving to the spring sports picture, 
Seminole netters, In compiling a 
15-9 record, picked up 12 wins on 
the home courts and four away. The 
"traveling bug" bit the Tribe rac- 
quetmen, too, as they fell to six 
road opponents.

A stunning 10-3 defeat of theGeor- 
gia Bulldogs was registered in the 
Tribe's fourth game. The Bulldogs 
came to town with a national rank- 
ing and left without it, as a rib- 
rocked defense stifled Georgia run- 
ners, and FSU Halfback Bill More- 
man ran a m.st determined 20 yards 
to paydlrt in the fourth quarter. 

The ouster of Georgia followed 
three rather undistinguished con- 
tests in which the Seminoles downed 
Baylor but fell to Texas Christian 
and Kentucky. 

Defense was tight versus TCU, but 
the offense could do little to avert 
a 7-3 defeat. Baylor provided simi- 
lar opposition, but the presence of a 
single key play, flanker back T.K. 
Wetherell's 59-yard pass reception, 
transf ormed a losing performance 
into a winning one. 

Kentucky and the Seminoles staged 
an exciting battle of touchdowns 
decided in the final five minutes 
when the Wildcats bombarded a weak 
secondary to win 26-24. Most of 
Kentucky's yardage came via the air 
route. 

The dumping of Georgia was for- 
gotten quickly in the wake of a 21-0 
thumping setback by Alabama. The 
Crimson Tide, later to become na- 
tional champions, riddled FSU air 
lanes and turned the rare feat of 
grinding out large gains on the 
ground. 

FSU followed the Alabama 
massacre by downing Virginia Tech 



7-6 triumph. Defensive speedster 
Bill Campbell intercepted a two- 
point conversion try and thus pre- 
served the victory. 

Wake Forest provided the opposi- 
tion for Homecoming and proved to 
be considerate guests by allowing 
the Tribe a 35-0 whitewashing. Sem- 
inole attackers scored with runs, 
passes and kicks after a lackluster 
3-0 first haif,completely stifling the 
Deacons offense. Campbell shined In 
this encounter with a 70-yard TD 
pun* return. 

Sporting a 4-3 slate at this junc- 
tion in the '65 season, FSU was not 
to see a victory thereafter. Seminole 
gridders next faced a North Carolina 
State Homecoming contest and ab- 
sorbed a 3-0 defeat. 

An evening of frustration charac- 
terized the Houston contest which 
followed NC State and ended In a 
16-16 tie. Two field goal attempts 
were missed late in the game by 
FSU after Houston had added a field 
goal to its 16-13 halftime deficit. 

Seminole gridders met the Univer- 
sity of Florida Gators in 1965's 
finale and nearly recorded a stirring 
victory over their favored oppo- 
nents. 

Bowl-bound Florida called upon the 
theatrics of aerial team SteveSpur- 
rler and Charlie Casey to wrest a 
win from FSU with a quick touch- 
down in the final two minutes of 
play. The eventual 30-17 victory

The proposed plan would allow all 
off-campus senators to be elected 
at-large from the total off-campus 
population. The 23 off -campus sena- 
tors would run from any of five 
groups. Stearns explained that "In 
practice the group system works 
better." 

The committee's plan also provided 
for the establishment of new pre- 
cincts for Osceola dorm men, Os- 
ceola dorm women, FSO men and 
FSO women. 

Stearns' main point lies in the 
unfair apportionment now on the 
books. The precincts drawn up two 
years ago have grown at different 
rates of speed, he contested. 

He continued that off-campus 
housing students are Increasing in 
number 15 per cent peryear. In addi- 
tion, he said, the number of apart- 
ments being built each year is on 
the rise. 

Because Senate has no figures 
stating where the majority of apart- 
ments and off -campus residents are 
located or the number of students 
residing in each precinct, it is im- 
possible to tackle a fair reapportion- 
ment at this time, Stearns said, 
restresslng that the plan was 
developed for expediency. 

Maintaining that it would be difficult 
to keep up senator-constituent 
communication in an at-large 
district, Men's Vice President Eric 
Falk introduced a substitute pro- 
posal. 

Falk recommended that precincts 
with "critical" areas, regions of 
obvious substantial growth of student 
population, be given another Senate 
seat. 

Such areas, he continued, are 
located in the new Osceola Hall 
and two new apartment houses built 
on Jackson Bluff Road. 

He said that although the problem 
of equal representation is not com- 
pletely resolved by this plan, 
student -senator contact would not be 
lost.

Those who served on this committee 
in charge of this project deserve the thanks of every 
student for their literally tireless efforts. 

The students showed quite a bit of courage and 
determination in overcoming the faculty objections which 
threatened the success of their efforts. 

All told then, the publication of the faculty eval- 
uation marks a first for FSU. and an excellent one 
at that.

In line with this, we would like to offer a 
little constructive criticism.

Applins Donate Book Collection 
To Further Geological Research

In the past, FSU has often been accused of breeding an atmosphere of 
rampant apathy. This manifested itself in the lack of support for such 
worthwhile causes as civil rights, Viet-Cong good guy day, and the 
Student Government suppressed "We hate Salisbury" demonstration.

A library which is said by a FSU 
geologist to be "one of the most 
c ;mplete libraries of the geology of 
the Gulf Coast states in existence" 
has been willed to FSU's Dept. of 
Geology. 

The collection is the professional 
library of Paul L. Applin and his 
wife Esther. Both are widely known 
geologists and Mrs. Applin pio- 
neered the use of microfosslls in 
petroleum exploration, a technique 
which has been widely successful 
because microfosslls, which are un- 
broken by oil drills, can be used to 
identify rock strata. 

In announcing the gift FSU Presi- 
dent John E. Champion said the 
library "will represent a valuable 
and significant addition to our re- 
search and reference facilities." 

Dept. Chairman George W. DeVore 
said the addition "will materially 
serve to establish the Dept. of 
Geology as a center of research and 
reference in this field." 

Prof. Lyman D. Toulmin, who has 
corresponded with the Applins about 
the gift, said the library contains 
many valuable volumes, some now 
out of print, on microfosslls. These, 
he said, have played an important 
part in the exploration for oil and 
gas. The library is one of the most 
complete Gulf Coast geology libra- 
ries anywhere, he added. 

Applin received his geology train- 
ing at Dartmouth and ^ale. Between 
1917 and 1931 he was employed as 
a geologist by several oil companies 
and from 1931 to 1943 he was an in- 
dependent consulting geologist at 
Fort Worth. 

From 1943 until his recent retire- 
ment he was with the fuels branch 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey. His work with this agency was 
almost entirely in the Coastal Plain 
of Florida, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi. He and Mrs. Applin now 
are consulting geologists at Jackson, 
Miss. 

Mrs. Applin holds two degrees from 
the University of California. She 
came to the Gulf Coast in 1919 and 
from then until 1927 was in charge 
of paleontological work for the Rio 
Bravo Oil Co. 

It was during this period that she 
and two other woman geologists 
proved the value of Foramlnifera In 
oil searches. Use of such micro- 
fossils was considered a major 
break-through in oil exploration. 

.After serving &s a consulting 
paleontologist and geologist from 
1927 to 1942 she was ass't. profes- 
sor of geology at the University of 
Texas in 1942-45 and then began a 
long association with the U.S. Geolo- 
gical Survey, to which her husband 
already had gone. 



The Gulf Coast Assoc. of Geologi- 
cal Societies honored both of the 
Applins in 1960 for their contribu- 
tions to Gulf Coast geology. 

The Applin Library will be housed 
in the Geology Bldg. for use by stu- 
dents, faculty, visiting scientists and 
others in connection with fossil col- 
lections. Dr. DeVore said. 

The library contains numerous 
books, reports, Journals, reprints 
and maps about geology and paleono- 
tology, including some works of his- 
toric Interest and some foreign pub- 
lications. The Applins Indicated 
their office may be closed in a year 
or two and that when it is closed 
the books will be sent to FSU. 

When informed by Dr. Champion of 
FSU's planned use of the library 
Applin wrote the FSU president, "It 
is a matter of real satisfaction to us 
to be assured that our books can 
be of use to future researchers and 
students of geology at the Unlver- 
slty."

Mil 
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Line Lacking 'Depth' 



During the period from 1935-37, 
Fordham University's line was fa- 
mous as "the seven blocks of 
granite." 

FSU Head Football Coach Bill 
Peterson will settle for five blocks 
of like material this season, when a 
large measure of Seminole success 
will depend on the durability of the 
offensive linemen. 

An apparently indestructible nu- 
cleus is present in Guard Del 
Williams and Center Johnny Steph- 
ens, neither of whom has missed 
a minute of varsity playing time 
because of injury. Williams, in 
fact, has missed only one day of 
practice in two years as a regular. 
The 6-2, 237-lb. guard is possibly 
FSU's most authentic Ail-American 
candidate. 

"Del is our leader," said Peter- 
son. "He has all the attributes of 
a great lineman and he gives the 
maximum effort." 



Stephens, at 6-1, 195-lbs., is the 
smallest member of the front line 
but the rugged lineman played every 
minute at center last year. "He's 
a real plugger, an extremely tough 
little football player," said Peter- 
son. 

Add Tackle Larry Kissam, last 
spring's outstanding offensive per- 
former, and Guard Edwin Pope, a 
former halfback who likes it better 
where the action is, and the Sem- 
inoles have four senior lettermen 
up front. 

Kissam, a 6-0, 226-lb. bruiser 
who played considerably in his first 
varsity season last year, is con- 
sidered one of the squad's best 
blockers. Pope, 6-0, 215-lbs., de- 
pends on great speed to lead 
Seminole sweeps. 

The tackle post opposite Kissam 
will probably be manned by Jack 
Fenwick, a 6-4, 215-lb. sophomore 
who was held out last season. 



Peterson To Shuffle Defensive 
Middle By Adding Heft, Speed

Head Coach BUI Peterson an- 
nounced yesterday the shuffling of 
three defensive starters in an effort 
to add size and speed to the middle 
of the line. 
Dave Braggins, a 6-2, 223-lb. end, 
was shifted to a tackle position, and 
Wayne McDuffie, a 6-2, 210-lb. 
junior guard, took over as defensive 
end. Larry Pendleton, a 6-0, 201-lb. 
linebacker, moved Into McDuffle's 
spot to cumplete the trio of changes. 

"1 think these moves should help us 
a great deal," said Peterson. 
"McDuffie was an end two years 
ago, so he has had experience at 
the position and shouldn't have a lot 
of adjustments to make. 

"Pendleton, a sophomore up 
from the freshman ranks, has the 
necessary quickness to be a middle 
guard," the Seminole mentor contin- 
ued, "Braggins, the largest of the 
three, will add size In the line." 

Peterson added that he expects 
the moves to boost the defensive 
line-up, which was hurt greatly by 
last year's graduation. 
Concerning the quarterback sit- 
uation, the Tribe coach reported that 
senior Kim Hammond and soph- 
omore Gary Pajclc were in the lead, 
but that FSU coaches would continue 
to work with sophomores BillBurk- 
hardt and Bill Cappleman. 

After viewing films of Saturday's 
scrimmage game, Peterson said that 
"there was much Improvement In 
both the offensive and defensive 
teams." 

"The offense made fewer mistakes 
Saturday than in the last scrim- 
mage," he said, "Their timing in 
execution of plays was much 
better." 



"I was pleased with the defense, 
too. The men were hitting harder 
and 1 expect that they will continue 
to Improve," he finished. 

The Seminole gri^'' -s have spent 
the first part of the working 
on fundamentals, but the remainder 
of this week's practice sessions will 
be used for adding plays to the 
opening game with Houston here 
Sept. 17. 

Peterson also cited offensive 
Tackle Jack Fenwick, offensive 
Guards Dan Douglas and Larry 
Williamson, and Linebackers Dale 
McCullers and Jerry Jones for fine 
play at their positions in practice.

The situation is particularly fluid 
at linebacker where HeadCuachBlll 
Peterson can count on one promising 
sophomore and a group of untried 
prospects, most of whom will be 
moved from other positions. 

"We're going to move people 
around until we come up with some- 
one who can do the job at 
linebacker," said Peterson.

Such students should send a state- 
ment from the school containing the 
college's name, the date the current 
academic year ends and a statement 
that he is a full-time student sat- 
isfactorily fulfilling his course re- 
quirements.

Congress Considers Three 'Bad' Bills

There are currently three bills 
under Congressional consideration 
'that can be classified quite simply 
as "oad." Although tnese proposals 
are well-intentioned and supported 
by many citizens and organizations 
desiring to improve our society, 
the end result is likely to be the 
exact reverse. 
First, there is a proposal before 
the House UnAmerican Activities 
Committee which would make it il- 
legal to give aid to a "hostile" 
country. The immediate reasoning 
Dehind this bill is logically (ant! 
possibly even morally) sound. It 
is ludicrous to wage a war and at 
the same time permit part of the 
population to send money and sup- 
plies to the enemy in order to aid 
Its war effort. American money 
soon ends up buying bullets to kill 
American soldiers. 
This is clear, ihe danger in this 
bill should be equally clear. The 
identity of the "hostile" country is 
presently evident. But what about 
future events? 

Could not Nasser's anti-U.S. rav- 
ings be interpreted as hostile? Would 
this prevent U.S. citizens and or- 
ganizations from aiding the Egyptian 
people if a national disaster were 
to occur? Could not many of the 
South American and African coun- 
tries' nationalization of American 
property be considered a hostile act? 
Would this law then be applied? 
Who is to define hostile? The pro- 
posed bill is far too vague to be 
considered anything but dangerous. 

Secondly, Congressman Cramer's 
amendment to the 1966 Civil Rights 
E ill is even more dangerous— both 
to individual rights and to the fed- 
eral system. This amendment would 
make it a federal crime for an 
outside agitator to enter any area 
to- incite violence. This anti-riot 
provision would, as Rep. Corman, 



D.-Caiif., has noted, upset the fed- 
eral system by eventually leading 
to the federal government's assum- 
ing responsibility for all criminal 
law. The justice dept. has con- 
curred in this opinion. More im- 
portandy, this proposal plays havoc 
with the freedoms of the first amend- 
ment. 

A third proposal which is likely 
to become a bad law Is Sen. Dodd's 
(D.-Conn.) gun legislation. Appar- 
ently Sen. Dodd has been in close 
contact with such gun manufacturers 
as Colt, Olin Mathleson, Sturm- 
Ruger, Remington Arms and Win- 
chester. All of these corporations 
have plants In Dodd's home state 
and have been Dodd supporters. 

It now appears that the original 
aim of the bill — to prevent the sale 
of arms to criminals and dangerous 
mental cases — has been perverted. 
The new aim will limit the sale cf 
military surplus and restrict the 
importation of foreign arms. Both 
of these results would greatly aid 
the above named firms.

Since this column last appeared 
there has been a series of new 
rumors about the Florida political 
scene. It is now rumored that Scott 
Kelly will be appointed either to the 



top position in the Florida Devel- 
opment Commission or the Road 
Dept. He will then run for gover- 
nor in 1970 hoping to pick up many 
"grateful High votes." This rumor 
has High running for the Senate in 
1970 and the cabinet remaining con 
tent with their present jobs. 
A more complicated and more pro 
bable story circulating the capitol 
has Sec. of State Tom Adams and 
Kelly fighting for the governorship 
while High goes to the Senate and 
Joe Boyd of Miami tries for the 
Sec. of State's post.

Targets Abound 

Of the many decisions confronting 
the FSU Head Football Coach Bill 
Peterson this fall, perhaps the most 
pleasant will be that which sends 
two ends and a flanker out to rid- 
dle Houston Sept. 17. 

Eight outstanding athletes will 
compete for the three starting 
berths, and the Seminole offense is 
expected to profit from any com- 
bination of these receivers. 

"This is one of our best depart- 
ments going into pre-season work- 
outs," said Peterson. "We're start- 
ing out with some fine talent which 
is particularly geared to our type 
of offense." 

A freak injury sidelined returning 
starter T.K. Wetherell on the first 
day of spring practice, leaving the 
flanker back slot open for Bill Cox 
and Ron Sellers. However, the 
speedster will be back, and his 
19 catches for 234 yds. last season 
will be hard to ignore. 

"Wetherell is a winner," said 
Peterson. "He's the type who can 
go all the way any time ti2 gets 
his hands on the ball.

Priorities 



Many years ago, the campus was bright and green 
in the summer, and there was no parking problem 
at FSU. 

Then, the University entered a period of rapid ex- 
pansion, recruiting more and more faculty and stu- 
dents. Buildings were built with never a thought as 
to what the people who used them were going to do 
with their cars. 

Complaints began pouring in. 

So, instead of planned parking, the University as an 
afterthought instituted a system of planned non-park- 
ing which operated through a system of priorities. 
Because these priorities were like most at FSU, 
the students came in last. 

Gradually, student cars were eliminated from the 
central campus. But before this process was even 
completed, it was clear that it wouldn't be enough. 
Over the years trees were cut down and the grass 
torn up to be replaced by black asphalt. 

It still wasn't enough, so this year priorities have 
been established within the staff, and some of them 
have been prohibited from driving and parking on the 
campus. 

Clearly, this will not be enough either; yet the pro- 
posed remedies are all wrong. 

In the main, we would blame this on the priority 
orientation of the Traffic Committee. This faculty- 
dominated group seems to be more interested in pre- 
serving the status of faculty parking than in solving 
the problem as a whole. 

From their point of view, the prospect of elimin- 
ating a number of staff members from campus seems 
to be a solution. 

It is—for the faculty. For the students, it will only 
make matters worse since it means that they will 
now be competing with the staff for spaces around 
the periphery of the campus. 

Nor are parking garages the solution for anyone. 
Through construction of more buildings, we lost over 
a thousand parking places last year, and we are sche- 
duled to lose more. Garages cost from $900 
to $1200 per parking place. The cost of recouping 
even last year's losses can easily be computed. In 
view of academic needs such expenditures are totally 
unjustifiable. 

Last, and worst, in the interests of the problem as 
a whole, and more important, for aesthetic reasons 
we must reject such proposals as turning a section 
of Landis Green into a parking lot as recommended 
by the Traffic Committee during March of this year. 
It was approved by the sub committee on campus 
"milding and development. 
To the faculty we say that this is being done in your 
ame, whether you know it or not. Obviously the stu- 
ents have nothing to gain by any further replace- 
ment of grass by tar. We ask you to prevent this 
-om taking place, not only on Landis green, but 
rery other time you are offered this deceptively 
s mple "solution."

A Suggestion 

As we have pointed out, it is too late for the Univer- 
sity to provide an on-campus parking place for every- 
one. We lack both the landandthe money., Aesthetically, 
parking lots in the few remaining areas of natural 
beauty left in the central campus are undesirable. 

Also, we have practically reached the point where 
banning more cars from campus is, by itself an impos- 
sibly unrealistic solution as illustrated by the fact that 
some staff automobiles are already being forced off 
campus. 

Considering the number of people who must drive to 
the University, we must concur with Lt. Lewis of the 
campus police in labeling this as a transportation rather 
than merely a parking problem. 

The only reasonable solution we can therefore see is a 
shuttle system. This effort must go beyond the half- 
hearted attempts which the University has made in the 
past. It must be a system capable of meeting the needs 
of faculty and staff as well as students. 

Campbell Stadium with 3,000 parking places is ideally 
suited to be the parking hub of the system from which 
the buses would run to and from campus. Service 
throughout the day should be frequent and easily 
acessible. Extra runs could be made during rush hours. 

Use of the system can be encouraged by restricting 
to faculty and staff with tenure those parking places 
around the campus which are now unrestricted. Faculty 
should be allowed to rent spaces on campus in order 
to provide funds for the shuttle systems. 

Though it may be argued that initially we are creating 
an artificial demand for the buses by forcing people to 
park where they will have to use them, it is obvious 
at this rate of growth, the demand will not be artificial 
for long. 

Many other large universities have tried this method, 
and found that it efficiently solved their needs. We 
urge the traffic committee to adopt this system over 
the proposals they have made in the past.

Werkmeister is internationally 
known for his books and other writ- 
ings. His latest book, "Man And 
His Values," the culmination of IS 
years of thinking in value theory, 
will be published soon. 

His first book, "Philosophy Of 
Science," was published by "Har- 
per's" in 1940 and was reissued 
last year as a paperback. He is 
also the author of a textbook, "An 
Introduction To Critical Thinking" 
(1948); and of "The Basis And Struc- 
ture Of Knowledge" (1948). "A His- 
tory of Philosophical Ideas In A- 
merica" (1949). "Outlines Of Value 
Theory" (1959) and "Theories Of 
Ethics" (1961). 

His wife, Lucyle Werkmeister, is 
Internationally known as acoleridge 
scholar with a Ph D degree in 
English. She is writing an intellec- 
tual biography of Coleridge. One 
volume has appeared, another is in 
press and she is working on a third. 

Werkmeister, a nativeof Asendorf, 
Germany, has been an American 
citizen since 1929. After studying at 
the Universities of Muenster and 
Frankfort, he came to the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, where he received 
his Ph D degree in 1927. 

He joined the faculty at Nebraska 
in 1926, and stayed there until 1953, 
serving as chairman of the Dept. 
of Philosophy from 1945 to 1953. 
In 1953 he joined the faculty of the 
University of Southern California. 
Since 1959 he has been editor of 
"The Personalist," an international 
quarterly devoted to philosophy, lit- 
erature and religion. The October 
issue will be the last to appear un- 
der his editorship. 

Werkmeister has lectured at sev- 
eral other American and German 
universities.

FSU Computing Center Gets 
Florida's Fastest Computer 



A computer capable of performing 
one million computations a second- 
twice as fast as any computer now 
installed in Florida — arrived at FSU 
this week and is being installed in 
the Computing Center. 

"The installation of the computer 
in a basement room of the Love 
Bldg. should be complete In a few 
days and then the new Control Data 
Corporation Model 6400 will be 
ready for testing," E. P. Miles Jr., 
director of the Computing Center, 
said. 

The room formerly housed an IBM- 
709 computer, which reached 
capacity operation in 1965 and there- 
fore Is being supplemented with the 
new computer, capable of making 
computations twenty times as fast. 
The IBM-709 has been moved to 
the basement of the Physics 
Research Bldg. 

Miles said the new machine, valued 
at about $1,500,000, is faster than 
any computer presently installed in 
any university center in the South- 
east. It Is unmatched in speed by 
the computers used In the space 
program at Cape Kennedy or other 
Florida computers. 

The new computer, which arrived 
by truck from Minneapolis, is being 
rented for $25,000 a month. The 
rental and operation are made 
possible by a $600,000 grant from 
the National Science Foundation 
(NSF) and by a substantial increase 
in state funds for the center. 

The NSF grant is for a three-year 
period and requires an increased 
commitment of University funds. 
The Computing Center derives about 
$85,000 to $100,000 a year from its 
charges to users working on grants. 

The increased funds also make pos- 
sible the continued use of the 
IBM-709 and an IBM-1401. The IBM- 
709 was put into use Nov. 1, 1961, 
and the IBM-1401 in 1962. NSF 
provided $300,000 to help FSU 
finance these two machines. 

"The substantial levels of support 
from the National Science Founda- 
tion and from the State of Florida 
for this major facility have been 



granted in recognition of the high 
quality of the varied University re- 
search and instructional projects 
served by the Computing Center," 
Miles said. 

Although a major portion of the 
computing time required by FSU 
projects falls In the physical 
sciences (predominantly nuclear 
science, physics, chemistry, me- 
teorology, statistics and mathe- 
matics), the center provided ser- 
vices last year to over 300 pro- 
jects from some 45 departments 
representing all major schools with- 
in the University. 

"Included among the projects 
served are approximately 100 from 
various departments in the School 
of Education and a similar number 
from various departments in the 
social sciences. 

"Several projects of an Informa- 
tion processing nature involved 
cooperative efforts of Computing 
Center personnel and faculty of the 
Dept. of English or School of Li- 
brary Science. 

'The Dept. of Statistics cooperates 
with the Computing Center In pro- 
viding statistical consulting ser- 
vices and maintaining a library of 
general statistical programs for 
research users," MUes added. 

Dr. Bruce McDonald assumed the 
position of asst. director of the 
Computing Center and asst. pro- 
fessor of statistics on Sept. 1. 

The staff of the Computing Center 
includes five faculty, eight profes- 
sional staff members, five secre- 
tarial or clerical personnel, 19 
graduate assistants from the disci- 
plines of mathematics, statistics, 
engineering science, psychology or 
educational research and testing, 
and about 20 student assistants. 

Hundreds of FSU students get ex- 
perience each term in computer pro- 
graming or utilzatlon through 
regular classroom assignments, 
service as student assistants In the 
center or by conducting computer- 
related researchfor honors projects 
or for their own theses or disser- 
tation topics.

Flambeau Editorials 

Pow Wow 

Glancing through this year's POW WOW it is diffi- 
cult to tell whether the University Administration is 
becoming more enlightened or merely more subtle. 

The POW WOW no longer contains the base threat 
to suspend or expell students whose actions, whether 
the students was enrolled, or indeed, even within 
thousands of miles of FSU at the time, cast a bad 
light upon the University. 

Instead it says that "Students who so conduct them- 
selves as to allow their reputation's or that of the 
University community to be adversely affected will be 
counseled," and perhaps referred for discipline. 

In addition to this the POW WOW warns that similar 
steps will be taken in the case of "financial irrespon- 
sibility" over non-university debts. This is because in 
the event of such irresponsibility "criticism and 
possibily reprisals are directed at the University 
community." 

Beyond these examples are others which tell us 
over and over again that the University is still in 
the image business. The image FSU is trying to pre- 
serve is one of a quiet, safe, business atmosphere 
where no one does more than occasionally talk about 
rocking the boat. 

The real point then, is that such oversensitivity to 
criticism has no place in a growing distinguished 
university such as FSU should be. 

As long as this oversensitivity exists here it will 
often stifle many good things — as it has in the past- 
as well as the undesirable effects of "boat rocking." 

Obviously it is still with us. The only question is, 
how strictly will it be enforced and how stifiling will 
it be this year?

Critics Praise A solo High

Sarasota's Asolo Theater, jointly 
sponsored by the John and Mable 
Rlngling Museum of An, the State 
of Florida, FSU, and drama patrons, 
completed a cycle of four plays In 
52 continuous days of production with 
the highest praise from national 
critics. The summer repertoire 
company, composed of professional 
actors and students, also worked 20 
matinees. 

Director Richard Fallon made 
several announcements on Aug. 22, 
all indicating the success and im- 
portance of the Festival: that the 
addition of a new spring festival 
will be forthcoming in March 1967, 
making maximum use of the 18th 
century baroque theater; that this 
year's festival has been the first 
of seven seasons to make its budget; 
that $600 of apprentice-actor awards 
were granted to five student - 
members of the company by the 
Selby Foundation and that Henry 
Hewes, drama critic of Saturday Re- 
view, reviewed the Festival In his 
column; "There are two theaters 
in North America where one feels 
that it is worth the price of admission 
simply to enter and be seated. One 
is . . . Asolo Theater in Sarasota." 
(SR, Aug. 20, 196* ) 

Robert Bolt's "A Man For All 
Seasons," directed by Richard Fal- 
lon of the speech dept. was the best 
attended play and the most profes- 
sional of the productions. Albert 
Smelko as Sir Thomas More Is the 
Man For All Seasons. Better known 
to FSU as Dr. Faustus, Smelko ex- 
tends his role of the suffering man 
to include the soul of a magistrate 
who knows no principle save the one 
that insists upon the obedience of 



man to the laws of God. He is most 
adept in the scenes of tormenting 
emotion, which expose the agony if 
and the dichotomy or schizophrenic 
dualism in any person who realizes 
the conception of duty in a spiritual 
framework and who must, at the 
same time, not only exist, but parti- 
cipate in the secular world. 

Just as Faustus and More are 
caught in the necessity of making 
dally compromises, those around the 
person who Is in the bind are un- 
sympathetic, because they witness 
the conflict as outer rather than 
inner. "Like Milton . . .the Individ- 
ual soul can be Its own hell." 

Sir Thomas' foil, Grant Kilpatrick 
as The Common Man, plays a 
remarkable performance of a crafty 
and shrewd servant who Is willing 
to sacrifice anything for selfhood, 
In the sense that the show must go 
on. This kind of self-preservation 
is deliberate, although not delibera- 
tive. Henry Hewes credits Kilpatrick 
as being "amusingly oily." 

The drama Is underscored in "A 
Man For All Seasons" by Dr. Harlan 
Shaw's costumes. There is a perfect 
blend In the range of Sir Thomas' 
"dowdiness" and Master Thomas 
Cromwell's flashiness. 

Director Fallon's interpretation of 
the play makes Sir Thomas, a con- 
scientious man, a good race for the 
competition. Thomas' adversarles- 
from family to cardinal -understand 
him as an Englishman; whereas the 
results of the drama Indicate that 
he died not only for his "country," 
but also for his God. 

The Asolo company has done a 
tremendous amount of work on this 
season's four plays; they have 
represented FSU most distinctively 
in the field of art and entertainment.

Tapes Tuned In 
By Push Button 

By pushing a button, FSU students 
will shortly be able to tune In on a 
Beethoven sonata, a reading by Dy- 
lan Thomas or a French language 
Interview any time during the day 
or night. 

At first, Director William J.Quin- 
ly of the Educational Media Center 
said, only eight different tape re- 
cordings will be available and only 
a dozen or 15 earphones will be on 
hand at each of two locations— North 
Cawthon Hall and the Media Center. 
There will also be a loudspeaker In 
a Media Center room seating 100 
people. 

A demonstrator model of the Mag- 
necord tape-access unit to be used 
was tried out on campus this week. 
This equipment will be Installed in 
Cawthon and the Media Center and 
will become available for use in 
about a month, he said. 
The center will have a bank of the 
tape-players, connected by wire to 
the earphone and push-botton ter- 
minals. Everything will be automatic 
and the tapes can be set to play at a 
specified time or to play when one 
or several persons put on earphones 
and signal a tape to start. Several 
people can hear different tapes at the 
same time. 

Although only eight selections will 
be available at first, it Is anticipated 
that hundreds will be available 
eventually. The new equipment will 
oe particularly useful where hear- 
ing something in a course is impor- 
tant—a piece of music, a foreign 
language tape or a reading of poetry 
or drama. 
Quinly said Ohio State University 
now has 267 listening stations—all 
of them small .

These credentials, slim as they may be, made him 
the most experienced quarterback on the FSU squad at 
the beginning of fall workouts. 
Hammond, a 6-1 189-lb. signal Tensi at the same stage of the 



.aller, played a back-up role to Ed 
Pritchett in 1965, while Prltchett 
was throwing more passes in a sea- 
son than any other Seminole quar- 
terback In FSU history. Although 
heir apparent to the position, Ham- 
mond, now a junior, will find himself 
locked in a struggle for the starting 
job with three talented sophomores. 

"Hammond has the edge because of 
experience," Head Football Coach 
Bill Peterson said. "But we're going 
to look at four quarterbacks this 
fall, and someone will have to come 
to the top in a hurry." 

Peterson said he has no misgivings 
In tackling the toughest schedule In 
FSU's history with a sophomore be- 
hind center. The three who will be 
after Hammond's job are 6-2, 192- 
lb. Gary Pajcic; 6-3, 199-lb. Bill 
Cappleman and 6-1, 191-lb. Bill 
Burkhardt. 
Of the three, Pajcic has the most 
credentials, although Cappleman is 
probably the best passer of the four 
candidates. 
As a freshman last year, Pajcic 
threw eight touchdown passes In four 
games and was named to the "Atlan- 
ta Journal's" All-Southeastern 
frosh team. 

"He's a real winner," said Peter- 
son. "He has great confidence In 
himself and that's important for a 
quarterback.

"Cat on a Hot Tin Roof." the first 
production of the University Thea- 
tre this fall, offers entertainment 
on many levels. The story of a 
much-troubled Southern family, it 
is Tennessee Williams' closestplay 
to having a Greek tragic movement. 
As Esther Jackson states in her 
book, "The Broken World of Ten- 
nessee Williams" 
"Williams approximates, in this 
myth, the Greek horror of crime 
against life. Brick, like Oedipus the 
King, is a man guilty of a crime, 
a transgression so dread that nei- 
ther he nor his family dare to speak 
its name.

NO PREDICTION 

We'd sooner forecast seismic tremors than hazard 
a guess about Saturday's Seminole-Courgar encoun- 
ter. 

On the basis of returning lettermen, things look 
bad. Houston returns all but three men from its en- 
tire 1965 offensive and definsive lineups. By contrast, 
only six of 22 starting Seminoles were regulars last 
year. 

Bo Burris passed for 181 yds. against FSU last 
season. Not only is Burris returning, but also his 
top '65 targets are present too — speedster Warren 
McVea and end Ken Hebert. 

McVea is especially dangerous because of his blind- 
ing speed. It will be worth watching Bill Campbell, 
FSU's fastest man, to see how he covers McVea 
on deep pass patterns. 

The Tribe defense will not be able to stack itself 
against long passes, because Cougar halfback Dick 
Post is a potent running threat. FSU's successors 
to the Magnificents have been tossed into the cruci- 
ble. If they hold Houston to pair of TD's, they will 
have performed admirably. 

Two touchdowns-plus is within reach of the Semi- 
nole offense. Bill More man and Jim Mankins are 
gritty, experienced runners. If Kim Hammond or Gary 
Pajcic can engineer a passing attack, the Seminoles 
will have a respectably balanced offense. 

No doubt the key mystery of this '66 Seminole ed- 
ition is its line play. The only starters with solid 
game experience are center John Stephens, offensive 
tackle Del Williams and defensive tackle Charlie Pen- 
nie. 

Critical personnel to watch will be middle guard 
Larry Pendleton and corner back Butch Riser. The 
middle guard slot involves urgent decision-making on 
pass-run option plays. A corner back usually has 
the chore of covering the foe's flanker back, in this 
case the darting McVea. 

An overlooked bright spot in FSU's gridiron picture 
is the kicking prospect. Field goal specialist Pete 
Roberts led the 1965 Seminole scorers with 21 points. 
The longest of his seven three-pointers were 41 
yds. against Houston and 38 yds. versus Baylor. 

Punting specialist John Hosack also has a solid 
year of experience behind him. Hosack punted 61 
times during the past season and averaged a healthy 
39.6 yds. on these boots. 

According to Head Coach Bill Peterson. "Our kick- 
ers have shown real good form, and we expcet solid 
performances from them."

Cougars Boast 
More Veterans 

Houston's Cougars are stocked with 
19 of last year's 22 lettermen, who 
gained a 16-16 tie with FSU in the 
Seminoles' final 1965 home contest. 

Considering that FSU has only six 
of its 22 regulars returning, Hous- 
ton will enjoy a far larger mea- 
sure of experience in its lineup than 
the tribe. 

Furthermore, the Cougars were a 
fast-finishing team in 1965. They up- 
set both Mississippi and Kentuck> 
in late season contests and com- 
pleted their season with a 4-5-1 
record. 

Facing the Houston attack will be 
runinlng back Dick Post, quarterback 
Bo Burris and flanker back War- 
ren McVea. 

Post, a squat 5-9 and 195 lbs. has 
amassed 1158 yds. during the past 
two years of play. He stands as 
the Cougars' leading ground gainer 
from 1965. 
SlgnaicallerBurris is anacepass- 
er. having broken all school records 
for aerial accomplishments. Burris 
threw for 12 touchdowns and com- 
pleted 81 of 175 passes for a 46^ 
mark last year. 
McVea is perhaps the most nota- 
ble offensive threat in Houston's 
lineup, since he has 9.5 sprinter's 
speed and a year's experience at 
the flanker slot.

inole kickoff during the '65 game. 

Burris has a trio of capable tar- , 
gets for his passes, including Mc- 
Vea, Ken Hebert and Tom Beer. 
All three gained better than 300 
yards each in aerials caught last 
year. 

Houston's record versus the Sem- 
inoles is three wins, no losses and 
two ties, including the '65 contest. 
FSU has never scored greater than 
16 points against the Cougars. 

The widest discrepancy in statis- 
tics between Houston and FSU last 
year occurred in rushing yardage. 
The Seminoles piled up 306 yds. 
on the ground while Houston had 
only 92.

A young but spirited 1966 edition of the FSU football team will take the field 
tomorrow night at 8 p.m. in Campbell Stadium, intent on convincing Seminole 
fans that desire can take the place of experience when the latter is lacking.

The youthful Tribe grldders, who 
return only sbc starters from last 
year's team, will be faced with the 
same situation that occurred In re- 
verse two years ago at Houston. 
A talented Ssmcnole team was pitted 
against a green Cougar squad. 
Through sheer desire, the Houston 
team battled FSU to a 13-13 tie 
for the only deadlock of the Tribe's 
1964 season.

Cougar team captain Dick Post, 
at the running back position, will 
be a threat to Seminole defenders 
as both runner and a passer. He 
was a leader in scoring, ground 
gaining and kickoff returns during 
the 1965 season. 

While It would appear that the un- 
tried Semlnoles have their work cut 
out for them, they aren't afraid of 
the task.

ashington Columnist To 
ye Lecture Via Telelecture 



"A new revised Bill of Rights 
will be on the ballot of the general 
fall elections Sept. 27," Com- 
missioner of Elections Dave Gior- 
dano announced today. 

The original Bill of Rights was 
passed last year by Senate, but 
since less than 25 per cent of the 
student body voted on the bill last 
spring, no action was taken. It will 
take a vote of at least 25 per cent 
of the student body to affect action 
on the bill. 

However, of those who voted last 
spring, an overwhelming majority 
voted to pass the Bill. 

"Since that time the office of the 
Attorney General of the State of 
Florida has advised the University 
to make certain revisions in the 
Bill," Student Body President Larry 
Gonzalez said. 

A petition has been circulated gain- 
ing the necessary 300 signatures to 
bring the new revised Bill before 
the student body, he added. 

The bill reads as follows: 

Preamble— We, the students of 
Florida State University, in rec- 
ognition of our rights and respon- 
sibilities as citizens of the United 
States and the State of Florida, and 
In the interest of safeguarding these 
rights and fulfilling our respon- 
sibilities and promoting the general 
welfare of all members of the uni- 
versity community, do enact this 
bill of student rights:

'The purpose of the forum and 
Its presentations is to broaden the 
educational horizons of the Univer- 
sity," Hester said. 

Pearson, self-styled "watchdog of 
the people," is America's most 
provocative and controversial 
columnist, continued Hester. 

"Time" magazine wrote of him, 
"His is the kind of journalistic 
vigilance that keeps small men 
honest, and forces bigger men to 
work in an atmosphere of caution 
that frequently cramps their style. ' 

He is famous for his running bat- 
tle with US Sen. loseph McCarthy, 
and for his quick appraisal of the 
dangers of the Castro regime in 
Cuba, Hester added. 

His vocal disagreements with the 
White House policy have kept ad- 
ministrations in hot water since 
Coolldge was in office, the chairman 
explained. 

He has also been active in humani- 
tarian activities including the Pres- 
ident's Food for Peace Committee, 
the Friendship Train and the Big 
Brothers of D.C. 

Pearson, picked by a "Saturday 
Review of Literature" poll as 'the 
columnist whose writings exert the 
most influence on the nation, began 
a new era in journalism with his 
anonymous book and later column, 
"Washington Merry-Co-Round, 
concluded Hester. 




I. (a) All students shall have free- 
dom of religious choice and prac- 
tice, freedom of speech, petition, 
and the press, and freedom to as- 
semble peaceably. 

II. (a) All students shall have the 
right to counsel, from within the 
University Community, before all 
University Courts and Administra- 
tive Committees. 

(b) In every Instance, students 
shall be presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. 

(c) Each student shall have the 
right to be Informed of all charges 
against him to be confronted by his 
accusers, and to hear all evidence 
against him. 

(d) Each student shall have the 
right to stand silent, and such silence 
shall not be considered as justi- 
fication for presumption of guilt or 
for conviction. 

(e) Each student shall have the 
right to testify in his own behalf 
and to present witnesses and enter 
evidence in his behalf. He shall be 
granted reasonable time to prepare 
his defense. It shall be the right 
of any defendant to have any witness 
in his befalf subpoenaed to said 
court. 

(f) Each student shall have the 
right to cross-examine any 
witnesses against him. 

(g) Each student shall have the 
right to appeal and shall not be pun- 
ished until he has exhausted the 
means of appeal. 

(h) An open court trial shall 
be granted to any defendant by re- 
questing such in writing to the pre- 
siding judge of the Court of Trial. 

(i) No student shall be twice 
put in jeopardy for the same offense 
in University courts. 

HI. Rights in Administrative Pro- 
ceedings ; 



(a) No student's residence shall 
be entered by the administration 
or Student Government officials un- 
known to him unless written records 
are obtained and transmitted to 
the student of such entry. 

(b) The University shall take no 
action against any student except 
under clear, well-defined regula- 
tions which shall be published year- 
ly and shall be distributed to all 
students and organizations on 
campus. 

IV. Rights of Student Organizations 

(a) All recognized and approved 
student organizations shall have the 
same rights before the law as In- 
dividual students. 

(b) The university shall not deny 
recognition to any student organiza- 
tion if, after a reasonable effort, 
it has failed to find a faculty ad- 
visor, but has fulfilled all other 
university requirements. In such 
cases, the University shall extend 
recognition. However, if said 
organization has not secured a facul- 
ty advisor after 60 days, said re- 
cognition may be withdrawn. 

(c) The right to use university 
facilities, in accord with set regu- 
lations, must be given impartially 
to all organizations. 

(d) The administration must 
have a standing code for all organi- 
zations regarding behavioral stan- 
ards and punishment for infractions, 
which shall be published yearly by 
the Attorney General, Dean of Stu- 
dents, and a Representative of the 
Faculty Senate, and which shall be 
distributed to all organizations on 
campus. 

V. The inclusion of certain rights 
and responsibilities in this Bill of 
Student Rights shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage other rights 
and responsibilities held by the 

students.

Retreat, Hell! 

One of the major problems at any university the 
size of FSU is communication between the students and 
the administration and faculty. 

At times over the years, different attempts, usually 
ineffective, have been made to eliminate or at least 
minimize the problem. A primary reason for the failure 
of the attempts was dwindling interest on the part of 
students or administrators after the first few tries. 

This fall the faculty, administration and student 
leaders are again making significant attempts to 
eliminate the problem. Although the efforts have only 
begun, we feel that results will be different this time. 

Probably the most important and influential person in 
the success or failure of such attempts is the dean of 
students. It is our opinion that Dean John Carey has 
the interest and enthusiasm necessary to keep the ball 
rolling. 

Since he took office May 1. Carey has been in constant 
contact with various campus leaders. He has also tried 
to get to know as many of the students as possible. 

An example of his efforts is the retreat held at the 
Reservation Saturday in which students, faculty, and 
administration exchanged viewpoints and ideas on a 
"no holds barred" basis. 

The completely relaxed and informal (bermudas and 
sport shirts) atmosphere made it possible for the 
participants to communicate openly and honestly with 
each other. By day's end everyone there felt the time 
had been well spent. 

The retreat was only an example of Carey's efforts 
to establish better communications with students. The 
retreat and Carey's efforts can best be summed up 
be Assoc. Dean of Students John Arnold's comment 
on Saturday's event, "Retreat, hell! Attack!"

New York spends Jl million a 
year for cultural development. Cal- 
ifornia spends $480,000, Michigan 
$400,000, and Missouri $250,000 
for this purpose. Florida, which was 
late (as Is often tne case) in rec- 
ognizing the value of cultural growth. 
Is putting forth a $25,000 effort. 
How Is this money being spent? 
Mrs. Clara B Larson, widow of 
State Treasurer J. Edwin Larson, 
is currently receiving $6,000 a year 
plus expenses to act as Florida's 
cultural arts representative. The 
circumstances surrounding her ac- 
ceptance of this position are reveal- 
ing. 

Gov. Haydon Burns appointed Bro- 
ward Williams treasurer after Lar- 
son's death. Williams was expect- 
ing opposition in the May primaries. 
In Dec, 1965, Mrs. Larson wrote 
a letter to Pinellas County Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee Ray 
Gann urging him to run for the state 
treasurer's post against Williams. 

In part the letter read: "I am 
sure that you would be his choice 
as the most qualified individual in 
the state to serve the Interest of 
the people as the incumbent was 
not the close friend and confidant 
of my late husband that Mr. Brow- 
ard Williams has often seemed to 
portray. You may be assured of my 
unconditional and wholehearted sup- 
port, and I urge all of my friends 
as well as the friends of my late 
husband to provldeyou with the same 
support fur the office of state trea- 
surer." 

Exactly two days later Mrs. Lar- 
son was Informed that she was to 
be hired as "cultural arts repre- 
sentative" in the promotional divi- 
sion of the Florida Development 
Commission. This position was non- 
existent and had to be created five 
days later (Dec. 28) by special 
action of the Florida Cabinet. A- 
voldlng all publicity, Mrs. Larson 
assumed her duties on Jan. 
3. 

There is strong evidence indicating 
that this action was Gov. Burns' 
method of protecting his appointee — 
WUUams— from a difficult race. As

Last year members of the University community 
expressed their opinions on various types of academic 
calendars. The students voted for the trimester. 

The Council of Presidents voted (unanimously we 
are told) for the semester. 

Now here we har preparing to go to a quarter 
system in the fall of 1967. 

There must be something to be learned from all 
this. 

If nothing else, these exercises in democracy 
raise a number of questions, not the least of which 
is : "Who is actually running this University?" 
We would really like to know because then we could 
ask them to explain their innovation further, and 
to confirm or deny some of the rumors we have 
been hearing. 

In an attempt to get an authoratative reply, and 
in the hope that whoever is in charge will read this, 
we publically petition for answers to the following 
questions about the quarter system. 

1. Who made the decision? 

2. Upon what sound academic principles is it 
based? 

3. Is it true that students will have to pay an 
extra registration fee each year (thereby increasing 
the yearly tutition cost by fifty per cent)? 

4. Is it true that we are going to try to retain 
the Monday- Wednesday- Friday and Tuesday-

The reason— there are 
no US POW camps. When US forces 
take prisoners they are turned over 
to ARVN (the South Vietnamese 
Army). 

For one army to turn prisoners of 
war over to another army Is In 
Itself a violation of the Geneva Con- 
vention. Moreover, the fate of such 
POWi tm the hands of ARVN Is 
well known. 

M i US soldier told Pete Hamill, 
columnist for the "New York Post": 
"They'll Interrogate them for 
a couple of hours, and then decide 
whether they are VC (Vletcong)". 
"What happens then?" Hamill asked. 
"If they're lucky,"the soldier said, 
"they'll Just be shot." (New York 
Post, July 25). 

Many are tortured to death. In- 
deed, photographs of torturing are 
frequently published In the press. 
Two pages of such pictures appear 
in the Canadian "Weekend Maga- 
zine,' Nov. 8, 1966. The photo- 
grapher, James Plckerell, believed 
when he took the pictures Oct. 17, 
1964, that "what he had seen was 
an Isolated Incident and felt it would 
be unfair to publish his pictures. 
However, after checking, he was 

appalled and sickened to discover 
that torture in Vietnam was far 
from Isolated - It goes on all the 
time, he said." 

On July 28, 1965, the "New York 
Times" reported that the ad- 
ministration in Washington "Is 
taking steps toward insuring that 
both sides in the Vietnam conflict 
abide by the principles of the Gene- 
va Convention In treating prisoners 
of war." 

The report stated that American 
prisoners in the hands of the Vlet- 
cong "get better treatment than most

South Vietnamese combatants. "The 
report continued: "One American 
who escaped several weeks ago, 
Sgt. Isaac Camancho, said that the 
guerillas were under orders not 
to molest captives. Sgt. Camancho 
said that he had been struck with 
a rifle butt once, but when he com- 
plained, his attacker was punished 
and segregated for 10 days from 
other guerillas." 

The incident recalls a letter widely 
published In the United States press 
from Pfc. Charles C. Hobbs, in 
Vietnam, to Connie Gaudette, in 
Newark. It said In part: "It's no fun 
to have to kill a man even though 

I've done it several times and 
probably will several times more. 1 
was in on that deal where we threw 
four VC out of a helicopter 800 
feet up Just because they because 
they wouldn't give the Information 
we wanted. At the time I thought 
It was fun, but now that I think 
about It, it was animalistic and 
Inhuman . . . ." (Oakland Tribune, 
Jan. U). 

Pfc. Hobbs wasn't punished. And 
the US spokesmen who were out- 
raged over the prospect of war 
crimes trials for US airmen did not 
blush In calling the North Viet- 
namese "monsters."

isdlction of the Supreme Court: 
Have original jurisdiction over 
questi ns of constitutionality. 
Sbuiild any student deem any 
Student Body Statute to be con- 
trary to or not in accordance 
with this Constitution, said stu- 
dent shall appear before the Su- 
preme Court whose decision 
shall oe final and irrevocable, 
suaject only to the referendum 
of the Student Body.

B. Have original jurisdiction over 
violation of the Academic Honor 
Code. 

C. Supreme Court shall have ori- 
ginal jurisdiction over cases of 
lying and stealing. 

1. Lying is a deliberate falsifi- 
cation of facts or records. It 
Includes deliberate acts of de- 
ception or the telling of an un- 
truth during direct question- 
ing before persons of author- 
ity, either fellow students or 
members of the administra- 
tion, faculty, or staff. (AFAO 
4/1/65) 

2. Stealing is the expropriation 
of money or other property 
belonging to another. 

D. Try impeachments of off icers of 
the Student Body. They shall be 
tried in public hearings, and the 
authority or the Supreme Court 
in Impeachment proceedings 
shall be limited to removalfrom 
office. If convicted, the guilty 
party may then be brought be- 
fore the Supreme Court upon 
charges of violating the Honor 
Pledge.

William J. Deskin, manager of edu- 
cation industry marketing for Inter- 
national Business Machines, which 
operates the CAI center as a joint 
venture with FSU, spoke on a sym- 
posium following the formal opening. 

"The attainment of maximum 
education has become a national 
pursuit for parent and child alike, 
and universities are finding them- 
selves facing problems never en- 
countered before," he told an audi- 
ence in Moore Auditorium. 

"As you well know, it isin meeting 
some of these problems that CAI 
holds such promise. It offers educa- 
tors the possibility of helping pro- 
vide each student an individualized 
education that will assist him in 
his quest to be all that he is capable 
of being. 

"If education can fulfill that ob- 
jective, then the resources of this 
country will have been infinitely en- 
riched in every area of our society. 

"The opening of the CAI center 
today is still another step forward 
in making the fruits of technology 
an integral part of the educational 
process," Deskin said, "and it is 
our hope that the 1440 computer and 
the student terminals help meet the 
aims of Dr. Duncan Hansen and his 
staff." 

Another speaker, Dr. Patrick 



Suppes of Stanford University dis- 
cussed the role of CAI in elementary 
school mathematics. He said one of 
the aims of CAI is to "take a good 
part of the routine load off the 
teacher's back." This, he added, 
enables her to concentrate on more 
personalized problems of instruc- 
tion. 

Some teachers might interpret this 
to mean that they would be work- 
ing with the lower 10 percent of the 
class most of the time, he said, 
but cited research shows that 
"bright children have to be bailed 
out too." 

Suppes gave the individualizing of 
instruction as one of the most im- 
portant facets of CAI. He said also 
that the development of curriculum 
presented many challenges to CAI, 
as "it makes possible the gathering 
of data about learning at a depth not 
possible in the past."

FSU NEEDS SPEEDSTER 

One football speed merchant can erase a dozen of 
his team's offensive mistakes. Warren McVea under- 
scored this principle Saturday night for FSU players 
and fans who may have forgotten his '92-yard kick- 
off return last year. 

The lesson should have been learned before this 
21-13 Seminole loss, rather than after it. An of- 
fense without a speed threat is a bird with clipped 
wings. Three quick Houston scoring strikes out- 
weighed 366 yds. and 20 first downs recorded by 
the Seminoles. 

Why not train Bill Campbell as a pass receiver? 
He's reputed to have flying feet and has demonstrated 
good hands as a punt receiver. Furthermore, his 
punt returns are sound evidence that he can run 
effectively. 

We're not suggesting that Campbell be removed 
from his valuable role as pass defender. Inserting 
the speedster on a small number of vital offensive 
plays would probably not tax his defensive energies. 
But it would prevent the opposing linebackers and 
cornerbacks from jamming the middle against 
running plays. 

The pass protection afforded Kim Hammond was a 
joy to behold. Not once did Houston rushers penetrate 
the FSU stone wall of blocking backs and guards. 
With this kind of assistance, Seminole bomb passes 
to fleet receivers could succeed with pleasant fre- 
quency. 

Hammond's performance versus the Cougars was a 
stellar one, notably in the opening quarter. FSU's 
new signalcaller showed poise and ability in good 
measure.

A young, untried FSU football team 
Inflated Itself with determination 
Saturday night expecting to finish 
with a victory over the speedy Hous- 
ton Cougars. Unfortunately for the 
Tribe, an ugly pin named "penalty" 
punctured the globe and burst the 
Seminole hopes into fragments. 

Although the statistics showed that 
the Cougars were assessed seven 
more deficit yds. than FSU, the 
Seminoles had three touchdown 
drives choked by untimely penal- 
ties, one chance in each of the last 
three quarters. 

In the second quarter, with the Cou- 
gars leading 14-7, the Tribe gained 
possession of the ball on the Hous- 
ton 18-yd. line. With little more 



than a minute left In the first half, 
FSU quarterback Gary Pajclc com- 
pleted a 50-yd. pass play to end 
Bill Cox, which would have put the 
Seminoles on the Houston 32. 

Pajci> , however, inadvertently 
crossed the line of scrimmage be- 
fore making the toss, and FSU had 
the play called back. Pajclc 's next 
aerial fell Incomplete, and the Sem- 
inoles were forced to punt. 

In the third period of play, back- 
to-back penalties cost FSU a touch- 
down. On first down, halfback Lar- 
ry Green skirted around left endfor 
yardage, but an illegal procedure 
mlscue pushed the Tribe back. 

From the Seminole 32-yd. line, 
quarterback Kim Hammond lofted a 



78-yd. aerial right Into flanker Ron 
Sellers' hands for a six -pointer. The 
Tribe was then called for an off- 
side infraction, and score was wiped 
out. 

In the final quarter of play, Cou- 
gar punter Ken Hebert kicked to 
FSU run-back specialist Bill Camp- 
bell, who sped upfleld close to the 
mldfield marker, thus placing the 
Tribe In good position. Hebert was 
knocked down after the boot, how- 
ever, and officials paced off 15 
yds. against FSU for roughing the 
kicker. 

In addition to the three drives dis- 
rupted by penalties, FSU was guilty 
of losing three fumbles and throwing 
four interceptions. 




FSU's cross-country team ran 
through a final time trial last week- 
end In preparation for their sea- 
son opener against the Pensecola 
Athletic Club here Saturday after- 
noon. 

Coach Mike Long stated that he 
was pleased with the progress of 
his young squad, but he added that 
It would be necessary to make 
considerable Improvement In con- 
ditioning before Oct. 8 when the Sem- 
inoles tackle the U of F.

Court Reform 

Hopefully, this will be a landmark year in the ad- 
ministration of justice at FSU. 

Student Government has proposed a thorough house- 
cleaning of the judiciary which is long over- 
due. 

If passed by the student body, this reform measure 
will constitute a constitutional framework which will 
allow for continued statutory updating. Thus the stu- 
dents will no longer have to be subjected to a pro- 
longed period of suffering under an unfair or obso- 
lete court system while Student Government haggles 
its way through the cumbersome process of consti- 
tutional amendment. 

If not passed at the next election, the earliest 
any of these changes could be implemented would 
be February of 1968. 

We therefore strongly encourage the students to 
vote these changes into law at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. That will be Tuesday. 



Social Standards 



Once again we note with dismay the publication of 
social standards for FSU women in the same booklet 
with the social regulations. 

The unfortunate implication of this combination (and 
we cannot help but wonder if this were intended) 
is that the standards carry the same force of law 
as do the regulations. 

They do not. 

The situation is further confused by the inclusion 
in the social standards section, of certain provisions 
which obviously are rules. 

Take for example the social standard that "No Smok- 
ing" signs must be observed. 

How is the student to know what passages in this 
area of the publication are enforcible and which are 
not? 

Our suggestion is that the Dean of Students office 
publish a clarification for the benefit of the students. 

For the future, we can say that we support efforts 
to let students know what some of the standards of 
dress are, but it should be made clear that adherence 
to these standards is purely voluntary. 
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As one of the many students who 
is on the Food Plan, I have found 
that I don't get to eat in the Gar- 
ter with it--a rude shock, but only 
half as rude a shock as eating in 
the University Food Service. 

I was passing through the Union 
one morning to breakfast when I 
spied what surely must have been 
a registration line. Looking at half 
the cast from Dante's "Inferno," 
I asked one near me which line 
this was. 

He turned his head and opened one 
eye and moaned something about 
". . . water." The girl in front of 
him was reciting her English, I 
think, or something about "It hath 
the primal eldest curse upon it." 

It was then that some freshman 
came up and said, "My God, Is 
this the food line?" 

Somewhere from the depth I of my 
mind crept the hideous prospect 
that I would die before 1 ate here. 

The freshman and I looked at each 
other and simultaneous gleams lit 
our eyes. 

"The Seminolel" we said and start- 
ed running toward that potential oa- 
sis. Unfortunately, we said it too 
loudly. A rush comparable to the 
march of the lemmings began stam- 
peding to Seminole. I only got tramp- 
led by the soccer team, but the 
freshman got it worse— he was car- 
ried by the overflow to Dodd Hall 
and into the clutching hands of his 
faculty advisor, who was fiendishly 
chuckling,"There's a place for YOU 
In the cluster program."

Peace Corps Adapting To 
Life In Foreign Countries

What Is the Peace Corps really 
doing? Is it another American bur- 
eaucracy or are the people of other 
countries benefiting from the con- 
tact with a different culture? 

Most of the foreign students here 
at FSU who have had contact in 
some way or another with the Peace 
Corps seem to agree with the lat- 
ter point of view. 

One of the best qualities of the 
Peace Corps is its "ability to a- 
dapt to the way of life in a for- 
eign country," says Dalber Singh 
Chaudhary of India. Members of the 
Corps live with the local people 
In local conditions and eat local 
food, he illustrated. The natives like 
this anitude because it makes them 
realize that the Americans are not 
trying to change their society or 
culture, but merely Improve such 
things as farming methods, disease 
prevention or sanitation, he con- 
tinued. 

In India, Chaudhary said, most of 
the emphasis is put on agriculture, 
particularly the development of me- 
chanical equipment and use of fer- 
tilizers. 

The majority of people in India 
live In community development 
programs which have done a great 
deal to raise the basis living stan- 
dards, Chaudhary reported. 

But In other countries, different 
situations exist. Most of the time 
the Corps operates in the rural 
areas, as in Thailand. Pasut Bun- 
yachatphisuth, a social welfare ma- 
jor from Thailand, said that he had 



had no direct contact with the Peace 
Corps, but thought it was doing a 
good job. 
Most of the other people there 
feel the same, Bunyachatphisuth 
said. However, in Thailand, as In 
several parts of Southeast Asia, 
the people tend to be very conser- 
vative by nature and resist any 
sudden change, he continued. 
Any innovations, then, must be gen- 
erally proven to be of value to the 
people before they will accept them, 
concluded the foreign student. 

Communications seem to be 
the biggest problem the Peace Corps 
has to face. In fact, Paul DeZeeuw 
said he never even heard of the 
Peace Corps until he came to the 
U.S. three years ago from South 
Af t*i ca.. 

But even lack of publicity would 
not inhibit the purpose of the Peace 
Corps. Its aim, as Charles Wlng- 
enbach says in his book, "ThePeace 
Corps," Is cooperation between the 
government and people of a foreign 
country and the government and peo- 
ple of the U.S. It is not charity; 
it is understanding, Wlgenbach 
summarized. 

The late Tom Dooley was once 
deeply concerned when a native of 
Laos told him he was glad when 
the doctor had to leave because he 
had worked himself out of a job. 

However, the native went on to 
explain that he thought, "Aid should 
work itself into a position where 
it abolishes any further need of it- 
self." 

Not a creation of dependency or 
reliance, the Peace Corps is work- 
ing for the day when it will no 
longer be needed.

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Miami's 'Canes Have Many Lettermen 
To Use Against Youthful Seminoles

The Miami Hurricanes boast 32 juniors, 25 sopho- 
mores, and 14 seniors on their 1966 football roster, 
but despite the apparent youth of the squad, the 'Canes 
will be a tough wind for FSU to dissipate Saturday 



night in Miami. 

Of the 71 players, 30 are returning 

lettermen, and Hurricane Coach 
Charlie Tate terms his team "a 
reasonably good one." 

His words were borne out quite 
well last Saturday when Miami tra- 
veled all the way to Boulder, Co- 
lo., for its initial game of the 
gridiron season and overpowered the 
Colorado Buffaloes, 24-3. 

Hurricane coaches, however, 
pointed out that the 'Canes' strong 
showing, especially defensively, was 
due to early season injuries sus- 
tained by Colorado that left it un- 
prepared for a stiff opening tilt. 

Nevertheless, the 24-3 drubbing 
was the biggest score that Miami 
has run up in an opener since 
1960, and its margin of victory was 
the greatest since 1954, when the 
Hurricanes set Furman back 51- 
13 in its initial game. 

To add further to Seminole woes, 
Tate announced yesterday that he 
plans to go with the same line- 
up, both offensively and defensive- 
ly, which started the Colorado game. 

The 'Canes will have Bill Miller 
at quarter!- \, who engineered the 
Miami atta and threw for two 
touchdowns against the Buffaloes. 

On the receiving end of the jun- 
ior slgnalcaller's aerials was wing- 
back Jerry Daanen, another junior, 
whose touchdown receptions boosted 
his career total to five, tying him 
for fifth place In the all-time stand- 
ings at Miami.

Looking through another college newspaper, we came 
upon an article describing Purdue's system of no dormi- 
tory curfew for sophomore, junior and senior women. 
Under this arrangement, "No time limit i3 set for 
the coeds' return and sign out forms for destination 
and phone number are optional." 

Furthermore, "The coeds do not need parental per- 
mission to use the no-hours system." According to 
the dean of women there, the system is working 
"smoothly." 

This caused us to reflect upon the general subject 
of curfews and their specific application at FSU. More- 
over, we attempted to discover the justifications for 
this practice. 

One school of thought seems to spring from the 
notion that after an arbitrarily defined hour, some sort 
of mystical transformation takes place in women. 

A second, academically based argument, carries more 
weight. These people simply hold that curfews insure 
study time. While we are not wholly convinced of 
this viewpoint, it is worthy of consideration. 

As a result of weighing the pros and cons, we 
are forced to conclude that curfews, at least for upper 
level students at least, do more harm than good. 

We therefore would like to propose an alternative sys- 
tem: 

Specifically, we ask that a "no-hours dorm" be set 
aside for junior women 21 and over and all 
senior women. 

In view of the academic justification of curfews, we 
recommend limiting participation to women who have a 
2.5 or better grade point average. 

Under such a system, mature women students would 
not have to be subjected to high rents or other in- 
conveniences of living off campus just to be able to 
enjoy the privileges of being a mature person.

More Students 
This Fall Term 

FSU has enrolled 14,629 students 
for the fall term. University of- 
ficials reported today. 

This represents a 1,145 jump this 
fall from the total last year. Of- 
ficials said 14,319 are taking cours- 
es at the Tallahassee campus and 
the rest are at off-campus centers. 
There are 2.38S freshman as com- 
pared to 2,377 last fall. Sophomore 
enrollment has increased from 2,637 
to 2,871. The junior class has jumped 
from 2,997 to 3,307 members. 
There are now 2,829 seniors in 
comparison to 2,565 last year. Grad- 
uate enrollment has increased to 
2,458 from last year's total of 2,177. 
The only decrease in enrollment 
was in the decrease in special stu- 
dents from 447 to 336. 
In addition, FSU's new College of 
Law has enrolled 100 students.

Pat Conway recovered the 
ball for the Seminoles who ate up 
the clock thereafter for the win. 
Cornerback Billy Campbell picked 
off a Bill Miller pass on the first 
series of plays from scrimmage by 
Miami to get the Tribe ball rolling. 

After the interception, Kim Ham- 
mond sparked a drive that ended 
on the 'Canes 10-yd. line, when with 
fourth and 10, Roberts faked a field 
goal, and Hammond's toss to Taylor 
gained only to the 5.

Honor Court met several times 
last week to discuss the revisions 
of the judicial system that will be 
on the ballot of tomorrow's elect- 
Ion. 

They have released the following 
statement: 

"Recognizing our status as that 
branch of Student Government most 
directly affected by the judicial 
revision, we the members of the 
FSU Honor Court feel it is our 
duty to express the following con- 
sideration regarding the proposed 
Judicial revision on Tuesday's bal- 
lot. 

"While we do not directly oppose 
this amendment, we can not In good 
conscience urge its acceptance by 
the student body for the following 
reasons. 

"Though we agree with large parts 
of the revision, there are parts 
that could be greatly improved now 
before ratification rather than by 
another Constitutional Amendment 
later. 



"For example, the name "Honor 
Court" should be retained rather 
than changed to "Supreme Court" 
as the term is misleading and not 
as readily equated with an honor 



"The Constitution should call for 
separate and distinct classifcation 
of senior and graduate court mem- 
bers rather than grouping them to- 
gether as does the current pro- 
posal. 

"We believe that, whether Inten- 
tionally or not, some of the sign- 
ers of the petition to place the pro- 
posal on the ballot were misled 
In that they were led to believe 
that the members of this court had 
previously approved the full contents 
of the proposal — which was not the 
case. 

'The premise that this amendment 
must be passed now in order for 
judicial revision to occur before 
1968 Is false. The vast majority 



of this proposal could be imple- 
mented next March or April, 1967, 
if passed by the student body In 
the February elections. 

"While we acknowledge the refer- 
endum as a valid and valuable means 
of Constitutional amendment, we 
feel this revision should have gone 
through normal channels prior to 
referendum because while the court 
was solicited for suggestions and 
called a special session to formu- 
late them, these suggestions were 
In no way utilized. 

'The amendment would pro- 
fit greatly from Senate debate pri- 
or to referendum. Many of the peo- 
ple who worked on the proposal did 
so under the Impression that It 
would go to Senate. 

'Though this proposal would Im- 
plement many valuable and neces- 
sary changes, we feel that the fac- 
tors mentioned above should be of 
equal consideration to the voters." 



Applications For 
Loan Available 

Robert B. Kimmel, director of 
financial aid, announced today that 
applications for the Guaranteed Stu- 
dent Loan Program under the Higher 
Education Act are available in the 
office of financial aid In room 20, 
of the Longmlre Bldg. 

"To be eligible, a student must be 
a resident of Florida and must be 
enrolled in the University as a full 
time student," Kimmel said. 

Eligible students may borrow up to 
$1,000 per year for undergraduate 
study and $1,500 yearly for graduate 
work. 

The federal government will pay 
6 per cent interest on the loan 
while the student is in school and 
3 per cent while he Is repaying the 
loan. 

"FSU's allotment for the program 
is $187,938," Kimmel concluded.

'Yes 9 is Urged 

To the Editor; 

Probably the only rele\ ant criteria 
for voting either for or against a 
student bill of rights is whether it 
will be an effective means of guar- 
anteeing to the students the rights 
outlined in it. Realistically speaking, 
any such bill on this campus must 
derive its legal basis indirectly 
through the consent and authority of 
the administration. Regrettably, the 
student body does not have the power 
to legally Bind the University admin- 
istration to a full observance of these 
rights if it does not choose to be so 
bound. 

The observance of these enumer- 
ated rights, therefore, must not rest 
on law, but rather on the same basis 
from which law Itself derives power. 
This basis can only be that of a 
social contractenteredinto in mutual 
trust and good faith. 

The need for such a contract was 
apparent to the writers of our nation- 
al Constitution and resulted in the 
first 10 ammendments to the Con- 
stitution. A similar need is equally 
evident to anyone familiar with the 
lack of procedural safeguards pre- 
sent in our courts that Insure a stu- 
dent a fair trial. Two major safe- 
guards absent in our courts are the 
defendant's right to cross-examine 
In person all witnesses used against 
him and the explicit right not only 
constitutes a hardsldp to the defen- 
dant but tends to withhold from the 
court any pertinent information that 
might come out in the cross-exam- 
ination. 

The need is pressing and clear, the 
remedy is within our grasp. I strong- 
ly urge the acceptance of this Bill 
of Rights by the student body and I 
petition the administration to ratify 
it and work with us for a more equit- 
able court system.

"We're going to have one tight 
house," Mancha said, adding that 
Head Football Coach Bill Peterson 
has commented to him that they

"That is about all we're going to 
have," Mancha added. 

An argument being raised by some 
students is that some of the seats 
in the west stands, now used en- 
tirely for paying fans should be 
open to students so that they would 
be able to bring non-student dates 
to the game. 

Mancha explained that this is the 
only way for the athletic dept. to 
make money off the game. 

"The only answer," according to 
Mancha, "is an enlargement of the 
stadium." 

"What are we going to do two years 
from now when the game is again 
played in Tallahassee?" he asked.

Procedures 
Under Fire 

(The following story was wrlttei 
from Associate Press sources) 

Financial procedures of FSU came 
under fire last week as the state 
auditor revealed that FSU had over- 
spent its appropriations, failed to 
get competitive bids on some pur- 
chases and violated some account- 
ing practices. 

State Auditor Ernest Ellison stt 
ted in the audit, which covered the 
fiscal year through June 30, 1965, 
"High test gasoline and motor oil 
were not purchases pursuant to 
competitive bidding although pur- 
chased in large quantities." 

Ellison also criticized FSU 
for making small purchases on a 
day-to-day basis Instead of consol- 
idating the purchases and buying in 
volume "at a probable savings." 

The FSU bookstore had a deficit 
of $110,950 at the end of the fis- 
cal year and the general revenue 
fund was overdrawn by $94,007. 

Ellison also said some fund account 
records were not kept current, pro- 
perly posted and deterioration of 
buildings had not been properly con- 
sidered in reports on facilities. 

In an attached letter FSU president 
John Champion thanked Ellison for 
the report and added, "1 am of the 
opinion that when viewed in the per- 
spective of our total operation, your 
audit reflects very favorably upon 
the University." 

GRE Application 
Deadline Friday 

"Friday Is the deadline for ap- 
plication for the Graduate Record 
Exam (GRE) to be given Saturday, 
Oct. 15, from 8 a.m. to 11:30 a.m., 
Dr Thomas M. Goolsby, director 
of the examination, announced to- 
day. 

Students may register for the exam 
in room 203 Education Bldg. 

The exam is a graduation require- 
ment for students majoring in the 
fields of archaeology, art, chemis- 
try, engineering science, govern- 
ment, modern languages, education 
and social welfare. Seniors in these 
areas must register now for the 
test. 

Graduate students in biological sci- 
ence, higher education and library 
science are also required to take 
the exam. 

"Students who wish to teach may 
take this exam in place of the Na- 
tional Teacher's Exam," Goolsby 
said. 

Both the aptitude and the advanced 
area test will be administered.

Any member of the staff with 
appropriate training in making pro- 
fessional observations may contri- 
bute to the records at any time 
during their contact, regardless of 
how brief. 

The reports, said Miss Warren, 
were originated and are used mainly 
for counseling purposes. As coun- 
selors do not seek out those stu- 
dents who need their services but 
wait for such persons to come to 
them, the reports are not used In 
a discriminatory sense, but only 
as background for voluntary coun- 
seling experiences, she continued.

Rathskeller 

The Rathskeller in the University Union, was built 
for the sole purpose of providing the atmospheric 
meeting place for students that the old Student Center 
used to be. Unfortunately, its purpose has failed. 

We feel this failure is due to the fact that a juke box 
with old songs, cafeteria tables and "chicken huts" 
are not conclusive to student gatherings. The glaring 
wall designs and the concrete and steel interior of 
the Rathskeller do not give it a very home-like atmos- 
phere. 

Clearly, a change is needed. If the Union is sincerely 
interested in creating an on campus gathering spot for 
students, it should immediately begin altering the Rath- 
skeller image. True, this takes money but the Union 
could organize money-making projects, no matter 
whether they are dances, car washes or lotteries, soley 
for obtaining this Rathskeller money. 

A new atmosphere can be created. The Red Garter 
and El Kenz proved that. One of the first changes we 
suggest is the removal of the "chicken huts", which are 
little more than oases in a desert of sterility. 

The wall panels with their modern art designs could 
be replaced by solidcoloredplastics. If the lights behind 
them were left on, a rather nice indirect lighting effect 
would be produced. The lights which now are either on 
or off could be fitted with a dimming device for greater 
effect. 

Since the ceiling is low, an oriental interior would 
do well. Remove the tables and cover the floor with in- 
expensive carpeting. Low tables and cushions to sit or. 
could be put throughout the room. 

Also the name could be changed. It could be called 
the Opium Den. Since at FSU Rathskeller does not 
connote beer, why should Opium Den connote opium? 

The foyer could be made better by removing the 
high school scribblings from the wall and installing 
couches for those who just want to sit and talk. 

All this, however, will not be enough unless the stu- 
dents want to come. We suggest a five-cent juke box 
with a current selection of hits to initially stimulate 
interest. 

More night club acts would also be advisable, as 
evidenced by the success of Fred Smoot last spring. 
Hootenannies would go over well, as would more avant 
garde films. 

In fact, almost anything would gain student favor if 
it took place in a cozy, warm student-oriented hide- 
away instead of a garish hospital-like arena.

According to the library staff, they were not 
allowed in the library wearing anything other than a 
dress or skirt. 

Assuming, therefore, that some sort of clothing 
rule existed, we decided to find its origin. The asst. 
director of the library informed us that it was not a 
library regulation, and that she merely enforced the rule 
set down by the dean of women's office. 

To confirm this, we called that office and were 
really not surprised when a member of the staff 
there told us that the "rule" was made by the library. 

If it is not a women's rule, not a library rule, whose 
rule is it? Apparently, no one's. 

If we accept this premise, that there is in reality 
no such rule, that it is just asocial standard, it follows 
logically that women may certainly wear shorts or 
slacks to the library any time they wish.

"Who me? No, I'm no CO. but, 
yeah, the Army's not for me, man, 
and I'm not going to Vietnam." Does 
this sould like you? Is this some of 
your thinking? Well, then, I've got 
news for you, friend, you might very 
well be a CO., a conscientious ob- 
jector to war. You're not a draft- 
dodger, maybe you're not a pacifist 
nor do you belong to any special 
religious group, but if you're against 
war or the fighting in Vietnam, you 
may be eligible to become a CO. 

The draft law provides that no per- 
son shall "be subject to combatant 
training and service In the Armed 
Forces of the United States, who, by 
reason of religious training and 
belief is conscientiously opposed to 
participation In war In any form." 

Well, even If you agree you probably 
have doubts as to whether you're a 
CO. or not, whether it's a good idea 
to file even If you think you qualify. 
But if you think it's unpatriotic to 
oppose our governments foreign 
policy (and our government's policy 
seems to require foreign wars), 
please remember that the very es- 
sence of democracy is the right to 
think and speak freely and that In a 
democracy the citizen had the obli- 
gation to speak out against the gov- 
ernment when he thinks It's wrong. 

But you wonder why you should go 



to all the trouble of filing for CO. 
and then maybe be asked to make a 
personal appearance before the 
board and later maybe to have to 
appeal. Why? There are several 
reasons. Some are moral. If you 
object to the war but don't let anyone 
know, then, according to the adage 
"silence gives consent," you are 
Indicating that you support the war. 
If you feel the way many men do, 
this Is Itself Immoral. 

There are other reasons why you 
should go to the trouble of filing, 
now or as soon as possible after 
you've thought It out. One of the most 
Important of these is that, if you 
think you're a CO. and don't file, 
you may lege your right to legal 
recognition later on. 

But suppose you're not sure 
whether you qualify for CO. status 
or not. Well, then, think about filing 
anyway. You've got nothing to lose 
if you file and are rejected. The 
board won't draft you faster if they 
reject your application. So don't be 
afraid to file, but don't be foolish 
either. Before filing talk to someone 
who knows what the law Is and who 
isn't against the CO. position. In 
Tallahassee, the National Commit- 
tee for Conscientious Objectors has 
a volunteer counselor, Lyndon Phl- 
fer of 1505 Colonial Drive (222- 
3281). He'll be glad to help at no 
charge.

appropriation of wealth, and inter- 
nationalism. 

Proceeding north we find the Holly- 
wood-Ft. Lauderdallans, another 
prominent culture. They are a fun- 
loving people, whose calendar is 
filled with many great festivals at 
which much Is consumed. Their 
gregarlousness and tendency to im- 
bibe have caused them, unfortunately 
to be stereotyped as campus agita- 
tors. 

The South Florida area as a whole 
Is composed of .some 11 distinct 
ethnic groups. Prof. Laslo Jones- 
escu, prominent Miami ethnologist, 
states that In a few years the bur- 
geoning Pan-South-Floridian Move- 
ment will begin pressing openly for 
cultural unity among these ethnic 
groups with the ultimate goal of 
political autonomy. 

The effect of such a movement on 
the composition of the FSU campus 
is an interesting question. One also 
ponders the fate of South Florida's 
large Jewish and Cuban minorities, 
should the Pan-South-Floridian 
Movement succeed. 

The majority of the FSU campws 



is composed of those from a wide 
variety of loosely federated peoples 
ranging from the South Central area 
northward. They are as varied as the 
Surfenes, small nomadic tribes from 
the craggy inlets of the Florida Coast 
who have settled In a small hamlet 
just north of the FSU campus, orthe 
primarily agricultural North Cen- 
tral peoples. 

A word must be entered for the 
unfortunate Jacksonvillians, who, 
like the Rumanian Slavs, have troub- 
le with both groups of neighbors. 
Their autonomous traditions make 
them similar to the South Florldlans 
who consider them ethnically infer- 
ior, while the Others have difficulty 
understanding their dialect and cus- 
toms. 

The FSU Jacksonvillians may be 
found in a number of Isolated ghet- 
toes throughout the Tallahassee 
area. 

Investigations of Florida ethnology, 
and consequently that of FSU, are 
incomplete, but thirty-seven dis- 
crete cultures have thus far been 
identified. To the discerning eye 
our campus is indeed a veritable 
beehive of ethnic individuality.

New Health Center Bigger, Cooler

Just in time for flu season, the new Health 
Center is open and ready for business. Compared 
with the old infirmary, the Health Center is bigger, 
cooler, cleaner and more modern. 

There are two main waiting areas, one on the first 
floor and the other on the second. In addition, there 
is a smaller waiting area in the nurses' clinic on 
the first floor. More chairs are provided outside 
the doctors' offices on the second floor. They are 
placed in small groups along the halls. 

Two corridors on each of the upper floors keep 
traffic moving and prevent a lot of congestion. 

The nurses' clinic and first aid station is-divlded 
into separate sections that are used to treat specific 
injuries and illnesses. More efficient and faster 
service is accomplished because of the large area 
and the presence uf more nurses. 

New and modern medical equipment is in evidence 
on each floor, ranging from the doctor's small Im- 
plements to a pair uf new whirlpool baths in the 
physiotherapy and cast room down in the basement. 

Two new elevators are in constant use for travel- 
ing up and down the four-story building. 

Each of the six doctors' private offices on the 
second floor has two adjoining rooms, one forcon-

saltation and the other for observation and treat- 
ment. 

The wumens' and mens' flours each contain 36 
beds. The womens* third floor and the mens' fourth 
floor are identical in appearance and lay-out. 

Each room on thesefluurs has a two-way commu- 
nication set that connects the patient with the nurse 
at the floor desk with a flick of a switch. 

On each of the two top floors is a TV-recreation 
room and a study roum which can be utilized as an 
extra patient room. 

A most welcome little machine is a fuud "wagon" 
that can keep food cold or fiot. The machine can be 
wheeled into the different rooms on the top two 
floors and plugged in fur use. 

One of the doctors at the Center said that a wait 
•of 30 to 40 minutes is an average wait for a doctor. 
The six-man staff at the Center is not a full staff 
but they are working full-time plus. 

One real question is ubvlous when a student views 
the first floor visiting area fill up as quickly as it 
does. Is the big and efficient Health Center going 
to be able to provide sufficient services and enough 
room for the more than 14,000 students at FSU? 
Will the Health Center still have adequate space In 
five years or less? 

Only time will tell.

"The Snellen chart for eye tests 
Is on the way out," said Gentry. 
Installed in the same physical ther- 
apy room is a Keystone Visual Tele - 
blnocular which flashes cards in 
front of the patient to determine 
the quality of his eyesight. 
Two emergency-surgery rooms 
are Included under out-patient ser- 
vices. The Health Center's are North 
Florida's most modern. 

Equipped with its own power source 
the center is capable of providing 
medical services to all of Talla- 
hassee In case of a city -wide power 
failure which would also knock out 
Tallahassee Memorial Hospital's 
source. 

The Bennet Machine which aids 
breathing or forces it when neces- 
sary is placed in the smalleremer- 
gency room. Gentry said that only 
two dav after delivery of the oxygen 



supplier, the life of an Infant was 
saved. 

The oharmacy is unique in that 
there is no charge for medication. 
Last year, in fact, an excess.beyond 
the budget of $120,000 was spent on 
the distribution of 32,000 prescrip- 
tions. Two full-time pharmacists 
supervise procedure of the pharma- 
ceutical service. 



All maintenance is in the 
Food, acclaimed by several patients 
as "great," is served from a food 
wagon which can be brought from 
room to room and plugged in any 
electrical outlet. 

Half of the stacked trays on the 
wagon are kept refrigerated while 
the other half is continually heated. 

A dial-regulated ice-machine turns 
out crushed ice, cubes or half cubes. 
A setting between two specifications 



will turn "out half of one kind and 
half of the other. 

The Health Center utilizes theFSU 
linen service for all items but sur- 
gical gowns, sterile materials, etc. 
A pressure and heat controlled ster- 
ilizer is built in beside the dumb 
waiter which can be sent from one 
floor to any other. 

The main supply room was built 
with the future in mind. Although 
fully stocked, the area is less than 
half-filled. Supplies not subject to 
immediate demand are locked up. 

An X-ray reading room contains 
flat surfaced wall lighting on which 
X-rays can be clipped as well as an 
automatic developer. 

The huge X-ray table can be rotated 
to any angle to facilitate getting the 
most usable direction. Student 
assistants are employed to work the 
X-ray system. 
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DR RUSSELL GENTRY

Intermingled with maintenance 
rooms are two hydrollc whirlpool 
baths and an exclusive cast rcom. 

The whole building Is built for 
maximum sound-proofing. Two cor- 
ridors creating three rows of rooms 
keep traffic down and noise non- 
exlstant. 

Both hospital floors contain 36 
beds. Two solitary rooms on each 
floor are reserved for students 
with highly infectious diseases. At- 
tached to the solitary bedroom is a 
special entrance and removal cubby. 

Any object removedfrom a quaran- 
tined room is tightly enclosed in a 
plastic bag before it can be taken 
into another area of the Center. 

Solitary rooms are equipped with 
private bathrooms. All double rooms 
have a sink and patients use the 
floor john and bathtub otherwise. 

Square bathtubs are thermatically 
controlled and graced by a manual 
spray attachment. 

Sinks in thenurses' stations have 
an ice-attachment overhead which 
drops crushed ice. Refrigerators, 
stoves and other appliances are 
provided for the hospital nurses. 

Study rooms and "boob-tube" 
rooms may be turned into bedrooms 
in case of an influx of patients. 
Space-saver closets anddrapesmay 
be found in each room. 

An approximate 55,000 student 
visits are expected, said Gentry. 
Some 3,600 patients will be admitted 
for an average two-and-a-half day 
stay. 

Already plans for expansion are in 
the mapping. 

In only four years the Center, 
which was designed to accomodate 
the present University population 
of 25,000 will be accutely short of 
the space lt now prides itself upon. 

The area between the Health Cen- 
ter and Magnolia Way is reserved 
for construction of the out-patient 
clinic, mental health service offices 
and administrative offices separate 
from the main building which will, 
by then, be converted into solely a 
hospital. 

The two buildings will be connected 
by a walkway.
